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The Diamond Jubilee Convention

Little did I think when I compli- 
mented Jean Bradfield on the wonder- 
ful job she did of reporting the 1965 
Houston convention that I would be at- 
tempting to fill her very capable shoes. 
Now that Elston G. Bradfield has been 
promoted to the status of Editor Emeri- 
tus of The Numismatist, his wife de- 
cided to take a vacation from reporting 
the convention. 

At the time Glenn Smedley assumed 
the Association’s editorship in March 
1966, he said, “I will do my utmost to 
continue the tradition of The Numis- 
matist as the finest publication in the 
field of general numismatics.” I can 
only paraphrase that statement and say 
that I will do my utmost to continue 
Jean’s fine job of convention reporting. 

This story does not attempt to be a 
comprehensive account of all conven- 
tion activities. Detailed reports have 
been prepared by the officers and chair- 
men of committees and these are mat- 
ters of record for historical purposes. 
However, because it was the Diamond 
J ubilee convention, we made an ex- 
tensive photographic record of conven- 
tion activities. In the years to come, 
these photographs will become more 
and more significant. This story, then, 
is a collection of convention news items, 
tidbits, fashion flashes, profiles at ran- 
dom, and vignettes about persons your 
photographer-reporter team chatted 
with in the course of making the con- 
vention photographic record. 

Setting the Locale 

If you were not at the Diamond An- 
niversary convention, rub the symbolic 
A.N.A. lamp with Aladdin’s magic ring 
and board the magic carpet. Now you 
are ready to take in the whirl of con- 
vention activities in retrospect. Off we 


go! (At the same time, make a firm 
resolution not to miss the 1967 conven- 
tion at the Americana Hotel in Miami 
Beach, Fla.) 

The noteworthy and historic event 
was held August 16-20, 1966, at the 
Pick-Congress Hotel in Chicago, 111. 
This hotel recently completed a monu- 
mental, multi-million-dollar moderniza- 
tion program from top to bottom. Those 
who attended the 1956 A.N.A. conven- 
tion in the Pick-Congress found it a 
very different hotel this August, ten 
years later. 

The new lobby, where members en- 
joyed watching the convention traffic go 
by, meeting friends, and resting a few 
moments between their busy activities, 
is a handsome, modified “Victorian” 
setting. The magnificent mosaic tile, set 
in the arches gracing the upper part of 
the marble walls, was retained and en- 
hanced by special lighting and smoky- 
gray mirrors set in the arch alcoves. 
Hand-carved stone statuary from Italy, 
representing the four seasons, gaze 
from the four sides of the lobby into 
the central area. Graceful gold, “palm- 
leaf” chandeliers, mounted atop the 
statuary, give a soft illumination. 

Rich green and gold carpeting, chairs 
and couches, are arranged next to 
handsome marble-topped tables, on 
which are set carved wood lamps. An- 
tique brass urns hold plantings, and 
Italian columns decorate the railing at 
the south end of the lobby. 

The Pick-Congress commands one of 
the loveliest views in Chicago. The 
panorama from any of the lakefront 
rooms is magnificent. The green acres 
of Grant Park adorned with priceless 
statues, the Windy City’s wonderful 
Lake Michigan, and the imposing sky- 
line of Chicago’s loop area, are only a 
few steps away ... “a matchless metro-

politan setting that keynotes the great- 
ness of America.” 

This sets the stage for the splendor of 
the Diamond Jubilee convention. The 
historic conclave marked the tenth time 
that the A.N.A. has held its convention 
in Chicago, and the fourth time in the 
Congress Hotel. 

Visualize an enormous water foun- 
tain, the centerpiece of a 600 square 
foot beautifully landscaped garden, 
with early morning traffic converging 
from all directions around it. Immedi- 
ately beyond this are dozens of sail- 
boats riding gracefully in the waters 
of Lake Michigan and several speed- 
boats cutting the surface of the water 
somewhat farther out in the lake. Com- 
ing into view on the distant horizon is 
a ship, still undistinguishable as to type 
and size. Two airplanes are circling 
overhead. At this moment the sun is 
breaking through the clouds, and mak- 
ing a wide path across the sky. 

The fountain, in all its splendor, is the 
famous Buckingham Fountain, a gift to 
the City of Chicago, Seaport of the 
Prairie, from Miss Kate Buckingham in 
memory of her brother, Clarence. It is 
the world’s largest fountain of its type. 
After dark, I am told, it will be a 
breathtaking sight. The different col- 
ored lighting effects play on the intri- 
cate water designs, and the center 


stream of water raises to a height of 
180-200 feet. In the foreground of this 
stupendous view flies the United States 
flag with the official Chicago flag be- 
neath it. 

The Chicago flag, designed by Wal- 
lace Rice in 1917, consists of four red 
stars, two blue stripes, and three white 
stripes. The two blue stripes represent 
the north and south branches of the 
Chicago River, while the three white 
stripes are indicative of the north, west 
and south sides of the City. Blue is the 
color for water and red for festivity. 
The white background represents the 
composite of all colors and signifles the 
population of all nations living in peace 
and harmony in Chicago. 

The four stars commemorate the 
Great Fire of 1871, the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition, the Century of Prog- 
ress Exposition, and Fort Dearborn. The 
design of the Chicago flag was used as 
the ribbon portion of the Diamond 
Jubilee convention badge, and was de- 
picted in color on the cover of the pro- 
gram. 

This is the scene I observe as I sit 
at my typewriter in the convention 
public relations headquarters on the 
11th floor of the hotel where the con- 
vention is getting underway. (All activi- 
ties occurred at the Pick-Congress un- 
less otherwise indicated.) The view is

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spectacular, so if I stop and daydream 
now and then, please forgive me. 

Glenn Smedley, a long-time champion 
of Chicago, is my convention boss. Al- 
though I’m sure he can understand how 
the vastness of this scene and the ex- 
citement of Chicago can overwhelm 
one, I can’t let him down. So my few 
moments of daydreaming must end as 
I start recording convention activities 
for the benefit of readers of The Numis- 
matist.

Calif., presented the annual Lewis M. 
Reagan Memorial Foundation Award to 
William A. Philpott, Jr., of Dallas, Tex. 
for his contribution to the science of 
paper money collecting. The late Lewis 
M. Reagan, long-time A.N.A. general 
secretary, was the founding president 
of the Wichita (Kans.) Coin Club. 

Young presented a gold medal, au- 
thorized by the U. S. Government, to 
Dr. Rolf A. Weil, acting president of 
Roosevelt University, Chicago, and one 


to Eric P. Newman, St. Louis, for their 
work in furthering the PNG-sponsored 
program of science, study and educa- 
tion in numismatics. Newman, well 
known as a serious student of numis- 
matics, spoke of his experiences as a 
child of ten when he first started coin 
collecting. Eric considers the late B. G. 
Johnson of St. Louis the most knowl- 
edgeable coin dealer he has ever known. 
He told of how Mr. Johnson would not 
let him purchase a coin until he had 
first read everything obtainable on its 
history and significance. What a chal- 
lenge for the professional numismatist 
of today’s fast growing market to work 
with the junior collectors in furthering 
the science and study of numismatics! 

The festive air of the banquet was 
broken by a moment of silent tribute 
to Dolores Hewitt, wife of Editor Lee 
F. Hewitt of the Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine. Dolores, attractive, viva- 
cious and beloved by all of us, passed 
away the morning of that day following 
a brief illness. 


A.N.A. Business Meeting 

The first session A.N.A. business 
meeting opened at 10:30 a.m. August 17 
in the Avenue West Room, with Presi- 
dent Matt H. Rothert presiding. Rothert 
stated that the past year had been a 
very active one for the Association, and

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that it would be difficult to mention all 
that had been accomplished. He re- 
ported that at the time the board met 
at Houston in August 1965, he ap- 
pointed 36 committees. All of these 
committees were active at some time 
during the year as necessary for the 
advancement of the Association. 

The board had a very important 
meeting in Richmond, Va., in October 
1965, at which time the new organiza- 
tional plans were studied and formu- 
lated. At the Los Angeles board meet- 
ing in February 1966 still more was ac- 
complished. The complete report by 
Rothert and other officers was pub- 
lished in the October issue of The Nu- 
mismatist. In connection with the re- 
ports, President Rothert stated, ‘T want 
to thank all the members of the board 
of governors, the appointed officers, and 
the committee members — yes, each and 
every one — for the ideas, efforts, ac- 
complishments and services given so 
freely to the A.N.A.” 

During the meeting, he announced 
that Dr. J. Hewitt Judd of Omaha, an 
Association past president who could 
not attend this year’s convention, had 
recently contributed $3,000 worth of 
books to the A.N.A. library. Rothert re- 
ported also that $11,500 worth of books 
had been donated or purchased with 
donated or A.N.A. funds during the 
past year. 

Recognition was given of the long- 
time support and loyalty of Elston G. 
Bradfield, familiarly known to so many 
of us as “Brad,” who recently became 
Editor Emeritus of The Numismatist by 
board action. As the meeting pro- 
gressed, the president excused the ladies 
so that they could freshen up and meet 
the busses taking them to the tradi- 
tional annual ladies’ luncheon.

and service but for the magnificence of 
its setting and decorations. 

The ladies delighted in touring the 
restaurant. The grand staircase in the 
Kungsholm foyer was especially beau- 
tiful and the location of a number of 
photos taken by the convention photog- 
rapher. 

Specially woven blue and gold car- 
peting, handsome crystal chandeliers, a 
sweeping staircase, imported statuary, 
and the regal gaze of Gustav V of 
Sweden and Frederik IX of Denmark 
from handsome oil portraits — all lend 
an air which the management states 
made the Kungsholm the “embassy of 
the restaurant business.” Everything 
was so interesting to see and all were 
so happily visiting that very few of the 
group realized that the overfiow crowd 
had created a few problems for the 
luncheon committee and the restaurant 
manager.

The Miniature Opera 

All too soon it was time to make our 
way to the Opera Theater, which seats 
over 200 in complete comfort. Deco- 
rated by Hanns Teichert, as was the 
entire restaurant, the theater is an out- 
standing example of traditional Scandi- 
navian interior design. It is a copy of 
the Royal Opera House in Copenhagen, 
complete to the inscription across the 
proscenium: “EJ BLOT TIL LYST” — 
“Not Only for Amusement,” symboliz- 
ing founder Fredrik A. Chramer’s love 
of opera as cultural wealth as well as 
entertainment. 

When the house lights dim and the 
polyphony of an orchestra tuning fills 
the auditorium, you begin to slip into 
the fantastic, tiny world of the minia- 
ture opera. A 52-piece orchestra slowly 
rises into view. A bushy-haired maestro, 
dubbed “Tosci,” mounts the podium, 
turns, bows to the audience, turns back 
to his orchestra, raises his baton, and 
gives the downbeat to tiny musicians 
who move tiny bows across threadlike 
strings. The opera has begun! 

It was our pleasure to view the fairy 
opera “Hansel and Gretel.” Incredibly 
soon, the stage seems no longer to be 
12^ by 20 by 9 feet. And the 13-inch 
puppets suddenly are several feet high. 
Sound and movement are flawlessly co- 
ordinated. Hansel and Gretel are really 
dancing together! 

The unique stage design, the original 
work of Mr. Chramer, and a clever 
technique for manipulating the puppets 
also make for smooth production. So 
many of the women wondered about 
the mechanism that made all this pos- 
sible that I think it worth describing. 

The theater stage appears to be made 
up of a series of slats, spaced about an 
inch apart and running from stage left 
to stage right. They are bisected by 
another slot which runs from stage 
front to rear. Through these slots move 
the puppets, held erect on rods by pup- 
peteers who sit on mobile stools be- 
neath the stage. By pulling wires on 
the rods, the puppeteers are able to 
move the bodies of the little figures 
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overhead. It takes six to eight weeks 
to train the puppeteers, who generally 
are music students already familiar 
with many of the operas. 

The music from which they take 
their cue is played to the auditorium 
through a loudspeaker system fed by 
huge tape recordings which unwind on 
playblack equipment in the sound and 
light control booth behind the balcony. 
The producer in the booth may speak 
directly with the stage crew via ear- 
phones plugged into the stools. 

Costumes are exact copies of famous 
originals, all hand sewn. Recordings 
are among the finest available. The 
“Hansel and Gretel” score was played 
by the orchestra and chorus of the Sad- 
ler’s Wells Opera Company. The entire 
opera was delightful. A highpoint in 
the production was when the stairway 
appeared from the skies, and angels 
descended to protect the sleeping chil- 
dren while they are in an enchanted 
part of the forest. 

So engrossed were we that the end 
came much too soon. We gathered our 
souvenir programs and special luncheon 
souvenirs and reluctantly left the fairy 
atmosphere of the Miniature Grand 
Opera Theater. No arrangements for 
bus transportation had been made since 
the convention hospitality committee 
was well aware that many would want 
to saunter and shop along Chicago’s 
“Magnificent Mile,’’ the epitome of 
high-fashion shopping. 

The Diamond Anniversary convention 
souvenir program stated that the 
luncheon would long be remembered. 
This statement was certainly correct 
and many who did not attend were very 
disappointed when their friends re- 
turned to the hotel and told them of 
the delightful occasion. 

Do-It-Yourself Greeting Cards 

Many of the ladies were interested in 
the method of making the lovely note 
paper souvenirs, each individually de- 
signed by the members of the hos- 
pitality committee, with Jules and Mrs. 
Marshfield co-chairmen. Mrs. James 
Babka, member of the committee and 
wife of the long-suffering convention 
security chairman, obtained the follow- 
ing instructions from Mrs. Marjorie 
Baker, secretary of the Chicago Coin 
Club. 


Measure the envelope to be used. 
Those for the A.N.A. luncheon cards 
were 3%" by so we made our 

cards by 6’'. Using a dark pencil 
we outlined the card pattern I'' by G'' 
on a shirt laundry card. We drew a line 
down the center and marked the right 
side “front.’’ 

Tear off a piece of wax paper, heavy 
grade, about 9" long. Fold about 1" 
over the top of the card and clip it on 
with two clothes pins. Use full strength 
“Elmer’s’’ glue to paste a pretty cutout 
on the front, and a small design on the 
back section of the wax paper fastened 
on top of the pattern. These designs 
may be cut from gift wrap, used 
Christmas cards or greeting cards, or 
other pretty pictures, as long as there 
is no print on the back. For example, 
we have found some colorful little birds 
on the sugar packets used in restau- 
rants. These cutouts must be trimmed 
carefully for best results. 

Clip one ply of “Puff’’ cleansing tissue 
over this. The “Puff’’ tissue is two-ply 
but may be separated easily by blowing 
on the outer edge and pulling apart. 

Mix some Elmer’s glue with water 
(half and half). Use a soft brush and 
start in the center to cover the entire 
area of the tissue with the glue-water 
mixture. Work the paper back as you 
go along, making certain to work out 
any bubbles that occur. This is what 
makes the lovely design in the finished 
card. If any little tear should occur, 
the paper can be carefully worked back 
into place, so do not be discouraged. 
Sprinkle a little glitter over the design, 
if desired. 

Remove from the card pattern and 
set aside to dry thoroughly — for at 
least an hour. After drying, tear a 
large paper bag or use brown wrapping 
paper and place the card between the 
two layers of paper. Iron the back and 
then the front. Use a just-hot iron. Too 
hot will scorch the paper, and not hot 
enough will let the paper separate, so 
you will need to experiment for best 
results. Cool and clip back on the card- 
board pattern. 

Cut the serrated edge from a used 
wax paper or similar carton and tape to 
the back of a ruler. Hold the ruler 
tight against the edge of the pattern 
and tear off surplus material. The 
ragged edge gives the artistic, final 
touch to your personalized “parchment’’ 
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paper. If any extra-rough edges occur 
while tearing, trim carefully with scis- 
sors to retain the high-quality look. 

Fold the card carefully. Make an 
insert of folded plain paper which has 
been cut to the same dimensions as the 
card and on which can be written any 
greeting you find appropriate. Note: Do 
not substitute another brand for the 
“Puff” tissue or the Elmer’s glue.

Revised Reward Fund Rules 


The American Numismatic Association agrees to pay a reward to the person 
or persons submitting written evidence to the A.N.A. Executive Director which 
leads to the arrest and conviction of any person or persons committing burglary, 
theft or robbery of numismatic items owned by any member of the A.N.A. Autho- 
rization to pay the reward will be made by the Board of Governors according to the 
following rules: 


1. If the retail price of the numis- 
matic items stolen is less than $5,0()0, 
the reward shall be $250. If the retail 
price of the numismatic items stolen 
is at least $5,000, and not more than 
$20,000, the reward shall be $500. If 
the retail price of numismatic items 
stolen is in excess of $20,000, the re- 
ward shall be $1,0(X). 

2. The reward shall not be paid until 
the accused has been convicted and 
until all appellate proceedings, if any, 
have been completed. 

3. If one person (or more if working 
together in the same theft) is arrested 
and convicted in more than one theft, 
the reward shall be paid only once, but 
the amount of the reward shall be de- 
termined by the total amount stolen 
from A.N.A. members in accordance 
with rule No. 1. 

4. If more than one person is involved 
in a theft of numismatic items, the 
reward shall be paid in full only if all 
persons involved are arrested and con- 
victed. A proportionate amount will 
be offered if less than all involved 
are arrested and convicted. 

5. All claims for reward shall be 
made not later than 90 days following 
the conviction. 


6. Law enforcement officers and own- 
ers of the items stolen are not eligible 
for this reward. 

7. The A.N.A. Reward Committee 
shall make recommendations to the 
Board of Governors regarding any dis- 
putes arising over a reward payment. 
The Board’s decision shall be final and 
conclusive. 

8. The name of the person or persons 
to whom the reward is given may be 
withheld if it is considered in the best 
interest of the recipient. 

9. No person shall be entitled to a re- 
ward in connection with any theft in 
which he has participated, unless such 
reward is approved by the A.N.A. Re- 
ward Committee. 

10. The word “theft” as used herein 
shall be deemed to mean “burglary, 
theft or robbery.” 

11. These rules may be modified and 
this offer may be withdrawn at any 
time by publication of such modifica- 
tion or withdrawal in The Numismatist. 
Such modification or withdrawal shall 
not apply to rewards based on evidence 
submitted to the Executive Director 
prior to such publication. (Original 
rules published on page 602 of the June, 
1966 issue)

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In presenting the Farran Zerbe Memorial Award plaque at the 1966 convention banquet, Zerbe 
committee chairman R. S. Yeoman said: “You, J. Douglas Ferguson, have contributed to all phases of 
numismatic work. In our Association, you served as our 23rd president, second vice president, writer 
for THE NUMISMATIST, and on many committees. Your fellow numismatists believe you are the 
foremost of modern Canadian numismatists. Your leadership in cementing numismatic relations 
between your native Canada and the United States, in addition, justifies your receiving this award. 
You have the honor of being the first to receive the Medal of Merit, in 1947, and the Presidential

Vincze: Sculptor of the Year 

The first A.N.A. award “For Excellence in Medallic Sculpture,” established by 
board action, was presented to Paul Vincze at the Diamond Anniversary conven- 
tion in Chicago. The obverse of the gold medal, engraved by Gilroy Roberts of the 
General Numismatics Corp., is illustrated herewith. On the reverse, engraved in 
a bordering wreath, is the inscription “1966 / First Annual Award / Presented to / 
Paul Vincze / August 19, 1966.“ With his charming French-born wife Betty, Vincze 
came to the United States from his London studio to attend the convention and 
receive the award in person. 


A number of Vincze's medallic crea- 
tions have been illustrated in The Nu- 
mismatist over the years. One of his 
latest and, he feels, one of his finest is

the “Battle of Hastings” 900th anni- 
versary medal, shown elsewhere in this 
issue. Vincze works independently 
(“too independent, I sometimes think," 
he remarked at the recent Chicago 
convention) and does work on com- 
mission. 

Born in Hungary in mid-1907, Vincze 
studied in Budapest, Florence, Naples, 
Rome and Venice before going to En- 
gland in 1938 and becoming a British 
subject ten years later. In addition to 
his well-known medal designs, he has 
created coin designs for several coun- 
tries, including Ghana, Guatemala, 
Libya, Malawi and Paraguay. 

His outstanding medallic works have 
been many, of which only a few will 
be mentioned here. The better known 
ones include the Harry S. and Bess 


Truman medal, 1952, and the Queen 
Elizabeth II coronation medal of the 
same year; the bicentenary medal of 
the birth of Robert Burns, 1959; the 
set of 12 signs of the zodiac medals, 
1962; the Pope Paul VI and the 400th 
anniversary of the birth of Shake- 
speare pieces, 1964 (the latter won for 
Vincze the silver medal of the Paris 
Salon); a fine portrait medal of Sir 
Winston Churchill as “The Man of the 
Century," and the 750th anniversary of 
the Magna Carta, 1965; and, this year, 
the commemorative medals of the 50th 
year of the Irish Easter week rising 
and the previously mentioned 900th an- 
niversary of the Battle of Hastings. 

At the risk of being personal, the 
editor wishes to close this brief sketch 
with the comment that Paul Vincze is 
a most affable gentleman as well as an 
eminent sculptor. Perhaps, even prob-

ably, his success in medallic portraiture 
is in no small measure a corollary of 
his fine personal attributes.

United Numismatic Exhibitors 

One of the finest meetings ever held 
by the United Numismatic Exhibitors 


took place during the Chicago A.N.A. 
convention, reports Secretary Art Lovi. 
Fifty-four of the top echelon exhibitors 
attended along with such notables as 
Felix Schlag, Virgil Hancock and 
Byron Johnson, A.N.A. chairman of 
judges at this convention. 

Many subjects were discussed, in- 
cluding how to select qualified judges 
for A.N.A. conventions and other 
shows. It was suggested that ten or 
more names be given to whoever would 
head a judges committee from the so- 
cieties that specialize in a particular 
phase of numismatics, such as the So- 
ciety of Paper Money Collectors, Token 
and Medal Society, Orders and Medals 
Society, etc. These men could pick 
others who they know to be qualified 
and then devise a test in their spe- 
cialty for anyone else who might con- 
sider himself able to qualify for judg- 
ing. 

Also brought before the meeting was 
a suggestion that an exhibitor qualify 
to exhibit at an A.N.A. convention by 
being a winner in his own city or.^ 
state, as space at A.N.A. exhibits is ’ 
usually limited. Space allotted to an 
exhibitor should be the same amount 
of running feet as five cases, with no 
square feet restrictions, it was felt. 
It was suggested also (and done this 
year) that the score sheet compiled 
by the head judge from the three 
judges’ sheets be given to the exhibitor 
soon after judging so that he can com- 
pare his exhibit with others and so 
improve himself. 

It was suggested last year (and done 
this year) that invited noncompetitive 
exhibitors receive a trophy or other 
evidence of appreciation. The purpose 
of exhibiting was discussed and, ex- 
hibits being a very important part of 
a convention, it was felt that more 
consideration should be given to in- 
sure better exhibits at each succeeding 
convention. 


Each exhibitor should be given a 
judge’s scoring sheet along with his 
application so he will know how judges 
will score, and thus can plan his ex- 
hibit accordingly. He should fill out 
the section of his application which 
asks for a brief outline of the exhibit 
in such a manner that the exhibit 
chairman will know whether or not he 
needs wall space or any other unusual 
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consideration. This would help in ar- 
ranging the room in advance, putting 
all exhibits in the same category in 
the same section of the room. 

The exhibits at this convention were 
the best seen at any A.N.A. conven- 
tion so far, the group felt. More 
thought went into the planning and 
more topical exhibits were shown than 
ever before. Now all that is needed is 
better qualified judges and a standard 
point system for judging, and all will 
be happy. 

Transportation Tokens 

The Conference on Transportation 
Tokens, sponsored by the Chicago Area 
Token and Medal Society, was con- 
ducted by Grant Schmalgeimer, presi- 
dent of CATAMS, and Joseph Kotler, 
chairman, in Chicago on August 18. 
The meeting room was opened at 11 
a.m. and was soon filled by collectors 
in a lively swap session which lasted 
until 1:30 p.m. when the meeting 
started. Attendance was about 40, in- 
cluding representatives of 12 states 
and Canada. After the meeting closed, 
swapping went on until 7 p.m. 

J. D. Ferguson of Canada gave a 
very interesting talk on his experiences 
in collecting the rare “Fare Tokens” 
of Canada. Ferguson suggested that 
only major varieties be listed in the 
coming AVA catalog; he also affirmed 
the opinion of many that a worn but 
readable token is acceptable in a col- 
lection if in the rarer class. Major 
Sheldon S. Carroll, curator of the nu- 
mismatic section of the Bank of Can- 
ada, was introduced as a guest. 


A group of 120 color slides, made by 
Dr. A. R. Fineberg, was shown and 
narrated by Joseph Kotler. These were 
mostly on foreign tokens, a field which 
is being opened up now by collectors. 

A few rare fare tokens were to be 
found on the bourse floor but at from 
10 to 20 times catalog price. Needless 
to say, these tokens did not sell. For 
example, a horse car token was offered 
by a dealer at 20 times catalog, but 
one in almost as good condition sold 
for about %rd of that price at the 
meeting. Some dealers seem to be try- 
ing to do the same thing to fare tokens 
that was done to coins: to raise prices 
so high that most collectors cannot buy 
them and therefore lose interest and 
drop their collections. 

The organization expresses its ap- 
preciation to the A.N.A. for arranging 
the use of a room for its meeting and 
trading session. This is but one more 
example of what the A.N.A. is doing 
for the so-called “splinter groups.” 

UCCA Board Meeting 

The United Coin Collectors Alliance 
board of governors held a meeting dur- 
ing the Chicago A.N.A. convention. 
Progress on the House of Representa- 
tives bill to restore mint marks was 
discussed, along with other legislative 
matters affecting the coin collector. 

Tentative plans for an early spring 
convention were discussed and are to 
be firmed up at the next board meet- 
ing during the fall PNG convention in 
Detroit.

Lincoln in Numismatics by Robert P. 
King, reprinted by the Token and Medal 
Society, 1966, by permission, from The 
Numismatist, 1924, 1927 and 1933. Board 
covers, 145 pp., illus., $4.50. 

The more descriptive sub-title reads, 
“A Descriptive List of the Medals, 
Plaques, Tokens and Coins Issued in 
Honor of the Great Emancipator.” 
After a delightful three-page foreword, 
author King (A.N.A. no. 92) starts his 
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numbered listing of 1047 pieces. He 
gives quite complete descriptions, in- 
cluding sizes and metals in which the 
pieces were known to him. In many 
cases he gives the name of the firm and 
the engraver responsible for the item. 

Scanning through the list, the largest 
piece noted was a plaque 337 by 214mm. 
The largest circular piece noted was 
145 mm., struck in copper (many pieces 
are described as cast), and the smallest 
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was 7 mm., issued in silver and in cop- 
per. Quite good illustrations of over 
100 of the items are included. Prob- 
ably the thing that will be most missed 
by many collectors is any reference to 
rarity. 

Author Robert P. King admitted, 
over 40 years ago, that he was sure the 
list was incomplete, and some other 
Lincoln medals have been made since 
the listing was completed. Yet it is 
invaluable to anyone having even a 
passing interest in Lincolniana. There 
is no indication of who did the reprint- 
ing but it is a high-quality job and the 
library type binding should give years 
of service. It may be obtained for $4.50 
postpaid ($4.00 to TAMS members who 
give their membership number) from 
Mrs. John Culver, P. O. Box 96, Thiens- 
ville.

Indian Peace Medals Issued in the 
United States, 1789-1889 by Bauman L. 
Belden, 1966, N. Flayderman and Co., 
New Milford, Conn., 46 pp. plus 22 
plates, board covers, limited edition, 
$6.50. 

This authoritative work has long 
been the accepted reference source on 
Indian Peace Medals issued in the U. S. 
These medals, struck in a rather wide 
range of metals, were issued by the 
U. S. Government and the fur trading 
companies to promote peace and friend- 
ship with the American Indians. Belden 
numbers are often used in auction cata- 
logs to aid in describing peace medals 
being offered. 

The original edition, 1927, was so lim- 
ited that many well rounded numis- 
matic libraries lack this important book. 
The publishers, N. Flayderman and Co., 
have done a highly creditable job in 
the recreation of the original. The 46 
pages of descriptive information are 
printed on fine book paper, while the 
22 pages of plates are printed single 
faced to assure greater quality and 
fidelity of the medal illustrations. 

This work is far more than just a 
book. It is a segment of interesting 
American history, a jntury long, con- 
densed to a few pa^^^^s yet encompassing 
the entire range o; the subject. It fills 
a great need to all medal collectors 


who have been unable to obtain it in 
the past; but one need not be such a 
collector to appreciate its esthetic value. 
Any lover of well documented reading 
will find this edition rewarding. -S. W. 
Freeman 

Guide Book of Wooden Money by 
Thomas Hudson, 1966, Payne Publish- 
ing Co., Gardena, Calif., paper covers, 
128 pp., illus., $2.50. 

The recent boom in coin collecting 
has seen an increased interest in the 
collecting of wooden “nickels” and 
wooden “money” in general. One prob- 
lem that was soon apparent was the 
lack of a standard priced reference in 
the field; the only one being DiBella’s 
out-of-date 1957 listing. In this new 
book, Hudson attempts to price most 
pieces from the early 1930s to date. 

The neatly printed book is divided 
into eight sections: official issues, semi- 
official, Canadian, numismatic, errors, 
miscellaneous, private, and foreign is- 
sues. There is, however, some con- 
fusion over these divisions as Hudson 
has included such private issues as the 
1933 Chicago Century of Progress 
pieces with the official issues, some 
fraternal organization issues under 
semi-official, and others with miscel- 
laneous issues. Hudson lists some pri- 
vate issues, but admits that he has 
omitted many from this category as 
there are thousands of advertising is- 
sues in this area. We feel that, in 
future editions, it would simplify the 
book to combine the official and semi- 
official issues and completely omit the 
private issues, in addition to reviewing 
the classifications of all issues. 

The book’s greatest merit is in its 
pricing. Hudson has completely revised 
DiBella’s 1957 price list, and has done 
a good job of keeping the prices fair. 
While the majority of issues are priced 
at under $1.00, Hudson has listed the 
scarcest Tenio, Washington pieces for 
as high as $25.00. After doing extensive 
research, he has avoided DiBella’s 
error of pricing all issues of a given 
period with one price, when there is 
the question of rarity. 

Hudson’s first venture into publish- 
ing should prove a further boon to 
wooden “money” collecting, despite his 
slightly confusing divisions and his oc- 
casional omissions. He has done a good 
job in a huge field. — H. B. Eisenberg

ent editor. This 
decision was made only after careful 
deliberation over a long period of time, 
and with the knowledge of Rochette’s 
present employer that he was being 
considered for the position. Upon as- 
suming the editorship, Rochette will 
complete arrangements to move his 
family to the Colorado Springs head- 
quarters location of the Association. 

The board of governors expresses its 
deep appreciation to Chester L. Krause, 
publisher of Numismatic News and 
other Krause Publications, for his co- 
operation in arranging for the transfer 
of Edward Rochette to this new posi- 
tion. At the present time it appears 
that he will be free to start with A.N.A. 
by the end of this year. Appointee 
Rochette supplied the following brief 
biographical sketch. 

Executive Editor Edward Rochette of 
Krause Publications, Inc., lola. Wise., 
guides the editorial direction of one of 
the country’s leading coin publishing 
firms. Krause Publications produces 
for the collector Numismatic News, a 
bi-weekly tabloid; COINS Magazine, a 
nationally distributed monthly; and 
publishes numerous numismatic refer- 


ence books through its growing book 
division. 

Rochette himself has contributed to 
these reference books. He recently com- 
pleted a two-year research and compila- 
tion project with the publication of his 
Medallic Portraits of John F. Kennedy. 
This reference catalogs, describes and 
illustrates close to 1000 different medal- 
lic issues struck in the name of our late 
president. Rochette is also co-author of 
Coins, Questions and Answers, and has 
edited several price guide books for the 
general public. 

Recognized in the field of numis- 
matics, Rochette was appointed by 
President Lyndon Johnson to serve as 
a member of the 1965 Assay Commis- 
sion. He is also a member of the ad- 
visory board of the National Hobby 
Institute and recipient of the 1966 
Token and Medal Society bronze liter- 
ary award, and of the Professional 
Numismatists Guild educational award 
for his services as an advisor to the 
Roosevelt University numismatic pro- 
gram. 

A world traveler, he has guided sev- 
eral numismatic tours, including the 
1964 Numismatic News European tour 
and the 1965 post - A.N.A. convention 
Mexican tour. On the European ad- 
venture he met and interviewed the 
directors of the mints of Portugal, 
Switzerland, France and England. He 
and his tour group were received by 
Pope Paul VI in a special audience at 
Castel Gondolfo, the summer residence 
of the pontiff. 

A member of many numismatic or- 
ganizations in addition to A.N.A. (No. 
38781), Rochette was elected a fellow 
of the Royal Numismatic Society in 
1962. He has served A.N.A. as a mem- 
ber of the Heath literary award com- 
mittee, the 1966 resolutions committee, 
and was a judge for the 1966 National 
Coin Week awards.

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The Story of San Antonio Money

rpHIS is a history of San Antonio money minted and circulated there when it was 
a Spanish village, then known as San Fernando de Bexar. It was the capital 
of Texas, a Province of New Spain. It was also headquarters for the military com- 
mander and governor of the Province. The population of the town in 1802 was 
about 2,500. However, due to military uprisings and revolutions, the figure was 
reduced to about 1,800 by 1820. During that time many of the families moved out 
to their haciendas and became self-sufficient. 


The 1820 census reported the total 
of male persons in several occupations 
at that time. Besides the public ser- 
vants and the merchants, there were: 
110 farmers, 108 laborers, 14 shoe- 
makers, 6 blacksmiths, 4 tailors, 4 car- 
penters, 4 silversmiths, and 2 masons. 
Most of the residents lived in and 
around Main Plaza and the Fort (Pre- 
sidio de Bexar) on Military Plaza. Some 
goods for the merchants and commis- 
sary were hauled in from Saltillo or 
Monterrey with shipments of money 
from the mint or treasurer's office for 
military payrolls and to pay bills for 
cost of supplies of the government. 

Early records show that for many 
years there had been throughout New 
Spain a shortage of minor coins due 
mostly to the failure of the mints to 
coin more of them; therefore the trea- 
sury was unable to supply them in the 
distribution and shipments with other 
coins. The situation developed from 
the larger denominations brought in for 
military and government payrolls and 
expenses, which was the principal 
source of new money for the town. The 
shipments arrived about twice each 
month, amounting to between 5 and 
15 thousand pesos. When the military 
man went to buy merchandise or pay 
his bills, quite often the merchant did 
not have the exact change and gave 
him credit, or tokens of some kind 
which other merchants refused to ac- 
cept. This prevented the holder from 
spending his money where he desired, 
and he was unable to get full value. 
Some workers’ earnings were less than 
a real a day and purchases for the 
daily needs of the family were limited. 
The shortage of coins for change soon 
spread to the whole community, re- 
sulting in hardships to many, including 


the merchants, who were unable to 
collect some of their past due bills. 
Under those conditions, the only solu- 
tion was to provide more small coins 
that would be acceptable in local trade. 
It was partly because of the above con- 
ditions that the shortage of small 
change developed, but in such an un- 
developed community the hoarding of 
good money was a common practice, 
which aggravated the situation further. 

A number of merchants and trades- 
men who had come from Europe or 
other parts of New Spain had plans 
of carrying on or developing a business 
in the new land. Because of the in- 
crease in civilian population and the 
competition of their businesses, with 
resulting lower prices, the prevailing 

-silver real bought more than before, 
consequently the issuance of tokens 
which the government tried to pre- 
vent. There were no credit banks in 
those days, as we know them, and the 
only new money placed in circulation 
was from salaries of the military men 
plus the amounts disbursed by the pay- 
master for government supplies. Part 
of this money was retained by or paid 
back to the government for debts and 
taxes. The shipments of money were 
hauled in at irregular intervals from 
one of the treasurer’s offices located in 
cities some three hundred miles away, 
requiring 45 to 60 days to make the 
round trip. 

Because of the shortage of small 
change, the leaders and officials of the 
community prevailed upon the gover- 
nors to permit the coinage of a small 
copper coin. While it was a “necessity 
coinage,’’ intended to circulate locally, 
it is correct to say that the coinage 
was duly authorized by the governors, 
as will be observed in the translations 
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included here. It is possible that both 
issues were permitted or were an ex- 
tension of an order made in 1814 by 
Viceroy Calleja to permit copper coin- 
age in an attempt to end the circula- 
tion of tokens given out by most stores 
throughout New Spain. 

The copies of the translated docu- 
ments shown here reveal the unique 
and detailed procedure to qualify for 
a permit to coin money and to protect 
the public and the government against 
fraud during primitive times. They 
also reveal the record during peace- 
time by persons with ingenuity and 
foresight in their attempts to help the 
economy of the community by the cir- 
culation of more money where there 
were no other means. 

The first money coined in Texas was 
minted in San Antonio in 1817 by 
Manuel Barrera, a merchant and jew- 
eler located on the south side of Main 
Plaza. Authorization was given by Lt. 
Col. Manuel Prado, then military com- 
mander and governor. The only evi- 
dence available to us at this time au- 
thorizing the Barrera coins is a copy 
of the decree in the form of a “Notice 
to the Public“i of which a photostatic 
copy, with the translation, was obtained 
from the Bexar Archives, Texas His- 
tory Center, University of Texas. The 
translation is: 

NOTICE TO THE PUBLIC 
“Inasmuch as the citizen of this 
city don Manuel Barrera has re- 
quested (permission) of this gov- 
ernment to coin five hundred pesos 
in jolas carrying on them his name 
and surname, this government has 
acceded to this individual’s petition 
to mint the five hundred pesos in 
jolas with the value of half a real 
each because . of the existing scar- 
city of change for retail buying 
and selling. In order that (the 
jolas) may move and circulate in 
the commerce of this city and no 
one may set obstacles in the way 
of accepting them, the public is 


notified of it by means of this (in- 
strument) which I sign in San 
Fernando de Bexar on the 29th 
day of the month of March of 
1817.” 

No specimen or sketch of the Barrera 
coin, called “jola’’*, is known to exist. 
However, it is assumed that it was simi- 
lar to the one made by de la Garza, its 
successor, which was also called “jola” 
and is described in detail later on in 
this report. Its value of ^/^-real (later 
equal to 6% centavos), placed a limit 
on the issue of eight thousand coins. 
It is assumed that they circulated freely 
until withdrawn upon granting by the 
governor of the monopoly to de la 
Garza in 1818. 

In May 1817, the viceroy of New 
Spain, Juan Ruiz Apodaca appointed 
Antonio Martinez governor and mili- 
tary commander of the Province of 
Texas, to succeed Lt. Colonel Manuel 
Prado, who had been in office only a 
short time. On November 30, 1818, 
Jose Antonio de la Garza, the post- 
master, made application to Governor 
Martinez for a permit to coin and cir- 
culate money in the town. He was 
awarded the monopoly by decree dated 
December 6, 1818, after he had com- 
plied with the requirements of the 
governor. Photostatic copies of the ap- 
plication, the governor's decree, the 
writ of bond, and the public notice, 
along with copies of the translations, 
were obtained from the Bexar Archives, 
and the translations are: 

APPLICATION FOR PERMIT 
TO COIN MONEY 
This shall be the equivalent of the 
2nd stamp of the reign of the 
Senor Don Fernando the 7th, year 
of 1818.«

(I), don Jose Antonio de la Garza, 
Postmaster of this city, appear be- 
fore Your Lordship and state that 
the extreme scarcity of small 
change which we are experiencing 
in this land results in notable harm 
to the public. Inasmuch as I wish 
to provide for this lack insofar as 
my means will permit, I have de- 
cided to make up to the quantity 
of five hundred pesos of small 
change in copper coins called jolas 
which shall circulate only through 
the town with the value of half a 
real each. These shall be engraved 
with the first letters of my name 
and surname and the year of this 
date. 

For this purpose I shall give the 
necessary bonds on the terms Your 
Lordship should order. I entreat 
Your Lordship to be pleased to 
grant me the necessary permission, 
if there should be no just cause to 
hinder it, so that this may be car- 
ried out and this money may cir- 
culate as soon as possible. 

San Fernando de Bexar, Novem- 
ber thirtieth of one thousand eight 
hundred and eighteen. 

Jose Antonio de la Garza 

GOVERNOR'S DECREE 
Bexar, 30th of November of 1818 

The petitioner shall present the 
bond he offers and the justices 
shall, in due form, make the cor- 
responding certified copy of it 
which shall be delivered to this 
government so that it may be pro- 
tocolled in the government archive 
along with this request. 

Under this condition, and that of 
collecting the jolas which, by con- 
cession of my predecessor, the citi- 
zen don Manuel Barrera was per- 
mitted to mint, so that their 
circulation may cease without 
causing harm to the above men- 
tioned Barrera, I permit the peti- 
tioner don Jose Antonio de la Garza 
to coin the five hundred pesos he 
wishes to mint in jolas with the 


name and surname of the expressed 
don Jose la Garza. 

The Bondsman shall give security, 
in addition, for the jolas which 
should appear minted in addition 
to the five hundred pesos, under 
which condition, and that of de- 
positing in the Town Hall the die 
with which the indicated coinage 
of jolas with the value of half a 
real, and absolutely no other, has 
been carried out, shall this permit 
have value.

WRIT OF BOND 

In the city of San Fernando de 
Bexar, capital of the Province of 
Texas, on the fifth day of the 
month of December of the year 
of one thousand eight hundred and 
eighteen, before me, don Jose Maria 
Sambrano, senior ordinary alcalde, 
who am accompanied by the jun- 
ior alcalde don Felipe Enrique Neri, 
Baron de Bastrop, for we act as 
receptoria with attesting witnesses 
for lack of a notary public within 
the boundary of the law, appeared 
in his own person don Manuel 
Iturri Castillo, a Merchant in this 
city, whom we certify we know. 

He stated that by means of the 
present instrument he obligates 
and constitutes himself as bonds- 
man, plain, simple, laical and cred- 
itable, for the person of don Jose 
Antonio de la Garza, citizen of this 
above mentioned city, so that in 
virtue of it (de la Garza) may be 
permitted to circulate in this land 
the sum of five hundred pesos 
which he has minted in copper 
coins called jolas with the value of 
half a real each and the letters of 
his name and surname and the year 
of this date engraved upon them. 

He guarantees that the said don 
Jose Antonio de la Garza shall 
gather them at his own expense 
when it should be deemed proper 
to suspend this concession, sur- 
rendering the value of said jolas in 
silver coin to whoever should pre- 
sent them when this should occur 
and to whatever other person 
(should present them) by reason 
of departure or transfer to another 
destination. In like manner, he 
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guarantees that if some other 
quantity of the jola money should 
turn up in addition to the above 
mentioned five hundred pesos, (de 
la Garza) shall surrender its value 
in the same manner, and that in 
order to prevent this fraud he shall 
surrender the seal or die with 
which it is engraved so that it 
may be deposited wherever it may 
be convenient. He added that for 
the fulfillment and security of all 
that has been stated he obligates 
his person and property both im- 
mediate and future, renouncing all 
of the laws, rights and exemptions 
which in such a case might favor 
him. He renounces the laws and 
jurisdiction of His Majesty’s senior 
justices in this or in whatever other 
place they may be, so that they 
may compel, oblige and make him 
do all that has been stated as if 
it were a judgment passed, com- 
plied with and not appealed. He 
renounced his own rights and the 
law SIT CUMBENERIT DE JURIS- 
DICTIGNE OMNIUM JUDICIUM. 

On such terms he granted and 
signed (this instrument) with us, 
the above mentioned justices, and 
the attesting witnesses with whom 
we act in the manner stated. We 
certify:

GOVERNOR’S PROCLAMA'HON 
AND PUBLIC NOTICE 
Inasmuch as the citizen of this city 
don Jose Antonio de la Garza has 
requested that he be permitted to 
mint the quantity of 500 pesos in 
copper coin, and inasmuch as I am 
acquainted with the harm caused 
to the consumers by the lack of 
small change or coins, the reason 
for which they either stop buying 
what they need, have to pledge a 
(whole) peso, or have to spend all 
of it without needing to do so, I 
have permitted the above men- 
tioned don Jose Antonio the manu- 
facture and minting of the 500 
pesos in jolas with the value of 
half a silver real each and marked 
with the initials of his name and 
surname. These coins shall cir- 
culate in the town for the purposes 
of its businesses, the circulation of 
the (coins) which circulated in the 
town before, minted at the expense 
of don Manuel Barrera, ceasing as 
of today. In order that those who 
have some of the said jolas (be- 
longing) to the indicated Barrera 
shall not lose them, they may pre- 
sent them to don Jose Antonio (de) 
la Garza, who is obliged to gather 
them within the period of 12 days 
and give an equal quantity of the 
newly minted ones (a fact) of 
which the public is notified. For 
this purpose, I command that it be 
proclaimed and affixed in the ac- 
customed place for the information 
of everyone. 

(Presidio de) Bexar, 6th of De- 
cember of 1818 

The de la Garza coins have on the 
face the initials “J A G,” the year 
“1818,” the value for one-half of 

a real, and a lone star on the reverse. 
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The coins were cut from copper sheets, 
thick enough so the impressions of the 
hand-struck dies would not show 
through. Of the two sizes, the larger 
was about the size of our American 
copper cent, and the other slightly 
smaller. The fractional figure of % was 
turned horizontally, one way on some 
and the opposite way on others. 

It has been reported by some his- 
torians that the five-point star on the 
reverse side of the de la Garza coin of

1818 was the first use in Texas of the 
lone star, which later was to become 
the symbol of the Republic and of the 
State. The first Congress of the Repub- 
lic of Texas, December 10, 1836, offi- 
cially adopted the “lone star" symbol 
in the Great Seal and the Flag of the 
Republic. 

“Jolas” was the name given to the 
copper coins minted in San Antonio 
during the years of 1817 and 1818 by 
two different persons and authorized 
by two different Spanish governors of 
the Province of Texas. Both issues were 
limited to eight thousand coins of 
^^-real each. The word “jola“ could 
have been derived through trade and 
conversation with the native Indians, 
who were fond of metal trinkets and 
readily accepted jewelry in trade for 
their products. Very possibly the word 
first came into being as an Indian ren- 
dering of the Spanish “joya“, meaning 
gem, jewel, jewelry, etc. The rec- 


ord shows that the Barreras were sil- 
versmiths and made trinkets, which 
may have had something to do with the 
use of the word locally. 

So far as we can determine, the 
“jola” was not recognized by the Cen- 
tral Government as a unit of money 
with a fixed value, but was mentioned 
as “any coin used for small change.” 
The name “jola” for coins was reported 
later to have been used in the Northern 
and Eastern Provinces of New Spain. 

In retail trade the unit of money 
most often used was the “real” or frac- 
tions of it. Besides the silver one-real, 
there was the two-real and four-real 
pieces. The silver real was a unit of 
the monetary systems of Spain, Span- 
ish America and Mexico, eight of which 
were equal to the larger silver coin re- 
ferred to as a “piece of eight.” The 
piece of eight weighed a “peso” (con- 
sisting of 25 grams), therefore the coin 
was called a peso. Mexico formally 
adopted the name “peso” for its unit of 
money of the same value after it be- 
came a republic. Because of the uni- 
versal acceptance of the Spanish silver 
real in retail transactions, the copper 
“jola” was given a guaranteed value of 
one-half of that silver coin. 

This coinage may have been the be- 
ginning of a general plan on the i,art of 
the government to encourage the use 
and acceptance of copper coins because 
so much of the silver production of the 
country was being shipped to Spain. It 
was just possible that the governors 
and the community leaders here were 
trying to help the government in the 
introduction of a smaller unit of money 
by encouraging and training the people 
to accept copper coins with a guarantee 
exchange value in silver as a reliable 
money by having a local issue spon- 
sored by well-known persons. 

The Spanish peso, as well as the Mex- 
ican peso, was extensively used in trade 
and commerce of the New World. Mexi- 
can silver pesos were accepted in the 
United States as legal tender until 1857 
and were a major part of the money in 
circulation in the Southwest, having 
been gradually replaced by the silver 
dollar. Because of the shortage of 
change and the need for it, mostly in 
the Caribbean Islands, quite often the 
piece-of-eight was cut, pie-shaped, into 
8ths, each bit having a value, more or 
less, of 1 real (worth 12% 0). Because 
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of the unequal or irregular cuts into 
eighths, some were called “short bits” 
(worth 100) and others were called 
“long bits” (worth 150). 

The viceroy earlier had authorized 
the minting of copper coins in Mexico 
City; however, not many of them had 
been released in this area. There were 
a few copper coins here called “granos” 
worth a fraction of the real, but not 
sufficient in amounts for the business 
of the merchants, the commissary, and 
in payment to the government for 
taxes and license fees. The people were 
reluctant to give up their small silver 
coins and accept change in copper coins 
or tokens given out by the merchants. 
Coins of copper were first made during 
1814-1816 at Mexico City in values of 
% and -real to provide a coin of 
small change, worth less than the 
real and to replace the use of tokens. 
Most people could not read and were 
reluctant to accept copper coins, which 
they probably thought were store 
tokens with which they had already 
suffered losses or bad experiences. It 
has been reported in some areas that 
the Indians threw the copper coins and 
tokens into the rivers and lakes be- 
cause they believed such coins would 
bring them bad luck. 

Soon after Jose F. Trespalacios was 
appointed governor of Texas in 1822 
under the Iturbide regime, a commer- 
cial bank was organized locally under 
the name of Banco Nacional de Texas, 
subject to approval of the emperor. 
The bank opened temporarily on No- 
vember 1, 1822, and issued some paper 
money, but, due to failure of the cen- 
tral government to give complete ap- 
proval of its plan of operation, it was 
soon out of business. The paper money 
it issued and circulated in San Antonio, 
amounting to more than eleven thou- 
sand pesos, was finally redeemed by the 
Mexican Government in 1829. 

Because of the obligation of de la 
Garza to redeem the Barrera coins, his 
office evidently took on an aspect of 
banking. It has been reported that de 
la Garza established the first bank in 
Texas, and probably the first in what 
is now Southwestern United States. His 
coins probably circulated until about 
1822, when control of the government 
in Mexico City was taken over by Itur- 
bide. The strife and war rumors may 
have prompted de la Garza to call 


in his coins for fear he might become 
involved, through rumors, with the 
leaders in the new regime. In order 
to dispose of the copper coins, so that 
he might not be called upon to redeem 
them again, he threw them into the 
San Antonio River. 

After the death of de la Garza, and 
a lapse of time, the private banking 
business was carried on by his son, 
Leonardo Garza as a savings bank and 
a Mexican money exchange in the old 
rock building which was the home of 
the family for many years. An appro- 
priate marker has been placed at the 
site of the old home and bank by the 
Zavala Chapter, Texas Historical and 
Landmarks Association, and the Daugh- 
ters and Sons of the Heroes of Texas. 

During the search for the facts and 
the material for this story, the writer 
found no one here who had ever seen 
such an object, nor had they ever 
heard any one else say that any of 
the coins existed. Of the persons inter- 
viewed, a few remembered reading 
“something” about the mint in the old 
Spanish days. The man who found this 
group of coins in 1959 could get no 
help in identifying them until this 
writer contacted him through inquiries 
he made. Letters were sent during 
1960 to well known money museums 
asking for information; however, none 
of them had any record of the San 
Antonio coinage. It was then deter- 
mined that it was purely a local coin- 
age intended to provide a larger supply 
of minor coins for retail trade. 

The village of San Fernando de 
Bexar was the principal outpost of 
civilization and much of the history of 
Texas was created in and around its 
two plazas. This story is a partial ac- 
count of the economic affairs of the 
town when it was a civilian settlement 
and a Spanish fort then located in the 
vast isolated areas of New Spain about 
1817 to 1822. Of all the history of the 
area, other than the accounts of revo- 
lutions and battles, the story of the 
coinage of money will probably remain 
the most fascinating episode in its long 
history. After many years, what so 
long has been a hazy mystery about the 
de la Garza coinage, is mostly cleared 
up and revealed as a fact in history. 
With the publication of the old docu- 
ments, the discovery and public display 
of some of the de la Garza coins, it 
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may well turn out to be the most spec- 
tacular recent development in the his- 
tory of numismatics and add something 
to the historical and romantic past of 
old San Antonio. 

From the fact that some of the de la 
Garza coins were accidently found in 
1959 on the banks of the San Antonio 
River after some excavation work, it 
is assumed that the coins redeemed by 
Barrera and de la Garza were thrown 
in the rivers since that was the best 
method of disposing of them. The de la 
Garza family owned large tracts of 
land north and east of San Antonio, 
some of which was sold to Prince Carl 
of Solms-Braunfels for his colony at 
New Braunfels. With all of the open 
spaces available to him to discard his 
coins, so that neither he nor his de- 
scendants would ever have to redeem 
them again, he no doubt disposed of 
them in different places so that they 
could not be found. 

When the news of this coinage 
reaches the public it will likely bring 
forth a few of the old unredeemed 
coins by Barrera and de la Garza now 
in the possession of some of the de- 
scendants of the early residents of the 
city. The families may have some of 
the coins as “keepsakes” not knowing 
what they represent. 

It is a fact that some of the coins 
did exist when Lewis E. Daniell com- 
piled his two volumes of biographical 
sketches of Texans, which were pub- 
lished in 1890 and 1892. In those pub- 
lications he gave an accurate illustra- 
tion of the de la Garza coin with de- 
scription as follows: “The engraving 
of the coin is here given. One side of 
the coin had the initials of Jose An- 
tonio de la Garza, and the reverse had 
stamped upon it the ‘Lone Star,’ just 
as it was and is used as an emblem of 
Texas nationality.” 

Manuel Iturri Castillo, bondsman for 
de la Garza and his coinage, was a 


merchant whose store was located on 
the north side of Main Plaza, in the 
area where most of the business of the 
town was conducted. Acting as officials 
of the City of San Fernando de Bexar, 
was Jose Maria Sambrano, the mayor, 
and Felipe Enrique Neri, Baron de 
Bastrop, assistant mayor. 

Some of the leaders and officials of 
the community in 1818, as mentioned 
in the documents above, continued in 
their efforts to help the people for 
many years. In recognition of such 
service to the people, and their efforts 
and assistance in developing and cre- 
ating the Republic of Texas, their 
adopted government, several counties 
and cities in Texas have been named 
for them.

Re- 
member also that this change in mem- 
bership rules opens up a whole new 
field for recruitment to membership in 
the Association. 

Individual members, junior or senior, 
interested in participating in National 
Coin Week should immediately write to 
us for information, which will include 
an official “Activity Report Form" so 
that they may keep our organization 
informed of their accomplishments.

Second Term for Miss Eva Adams 


President Johnson announced on Sep- 
tember 19 his intention to nominate 
Miss Eva B. Adams for a second five- 
year term as Director of the Mint. 
This position requires Senate confirma- 
tion and pays $25,890 per year. 

Miss Adams, a native of Wonder, 
Nevada, received her A. B. from the 
University of Nevada in 1928 and her 
M. A. in English from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1936. From 1928 until 1934 
she taught at Las Vegas High School; 
and from 1936 until 1939 she was an 
instructor and assistant dean of women 
at the University of Nevada. 

Miss Adams served as administrative 
assistant to three Nevada senators. In 
1940 she joined Senator Pat McCarran’s 
staff, serving as his administrative as- 
sistant from 1947 to 1954. She was ad- 
ministrative assistant to Senator Ernest 
Brown during 1954 and to Senator 
Alan Bible from late 1954 until 1961, 
when she was appointed to her present 
position, the 29th Director of the 
United States Mint. On September 2 
this year, she received the Exceptional 
Service Award, the highest award 
which may be recommended by the 


Secretary of the Treasury, “For out- 
standing direction of the Mint in over- 
coming coin shortages and in fore- 
stalling a coinage crisis by timely pro- 
duction of new and intricately designed 
coins.” 

Miss Adams has, as indicated, had an 
active and varied career. She has 
earned many honorary awards and ci- 
tations. One of her impressive accom- 
plishments is being a member of the 
Bar of Nevada and of the District of 
Columbia, and of being admitted to 
practice before the Supreme Court of 
the United States in 1954. Yet when 
about to be introduced to a group be- 
fore which she was to speak, she was 
heard to say, “Please don’t recite all 
of my titles.” With that request in 
mind, no more will be recited here — 
but not because she hasn't many more. 

To the American Numismatic As- 
sociation, and many of its members in- 
dividually, Miss Adams is thought of 
first as one of the finest of women and 
a true friend. Hectic as her life has 
been in the past several trying years 
in her important official position, she 
still finds time to accommodate friends 
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and to attend many numismatic affairs. 
She attended her first A.N.A. conven- 
tion in Detroit in 1962, endearing her- 
self to everyone with whom she came 
in contact; and she has repeated each 
year since — Denver, Cleveland, Hous- 
ton and, recently, Chicago. (Pictures 
of her at the Chicago convention else- 
where in this issue) Probably these 
weeks have been the nearest thing that 
she’s had to vacations these past few 
years. 


Congratulations are, presumably, in 
order to Miss Adams on her reappoint- 
ment. Yet, shouldn’t the people of this 
country congratulate themselves on 
having such a capable person in charge 
of coinage operations, of Fort Knox, 
and of the other depositories of our 
precious metals? Especially should the 
numismatic fraternity rejoice that this 
important office is to be in the hands 
of the graciously friendly Miss Eva B. 
Adams!

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Wallace: Silver Situation Stabilized 


A SSISTANT Secretary of the Treasury Robert A. Wallace made the follov^ing 
remarks at the Friday, August 19 business meeting of the A.N.A. Diamond 
Anniversary convention in Chicago: 


It is a genuine pleasure for me to 
meet vrith you today and bring to you 
greetings from President Johnson and 
Secretary Fowler. When I addressed 
you last year in Houston I asked your 
help which, if given, would make it 
possible for us to return the coinage 
system to normal. You came through 
with the best possible cooperation, and 
this has helped us to resume most of 
our previously suspended activities 
made necessary by coin shortages. It 
is with real joy that I am now able to 
say: 

1. — The coin shortage is over. We 
now have more coins in inventory than 
at any other time in history. Even so, 
we will continue at a high rate of pro- 
duction to build our inventories even 
higher so that this nation will never 
again be subjected to coin shortages 
like those we experienced in 1963 and 
1964. It is true that the half dollar is 
not yet in plentiful supply. However, 
this coin is not vital to the commerce 
of the United States. Moreover, we 
are producing them at a 200-million a 
year clip and are optimistic that even 
this coin will circulate freely next year. 

2. — The new clad coins have been 
well received by the public and they 
have circulated freely alongside the old 
silver coins. They are fully compatible 
with every one of the nation's 12 mil- 
lion coin-operated devices. The new 
coins are not as attractive as the silver 
ones, of course, but we had no choice 
in this respect. Had we continued sil- 
ver in coinage we would have ex- 
hausted our supply of this precious 
metal in a couple of years. 

3. — The silver supply situation has 
been stabilized. There is no question 
but that we will have enough to see 
us through the transition period with- 
out difficulty. Even though our new 
half dollar continues to contain silver, 
our use of that metal is less than a 
tenth what it was a year ago, and we 
expect it to drop even lower when the 
half dollars begin to circulate freely. 


We have felt comfortable enough 
about the situation to resume the an- 
nual dating of coins, avoiding any 
break in the dates of U. S. coins. We 
have resumed production of special 
mint sets so that collectors will have 
sets for each year, without any breaks. 
Before long we ought to be able to 
resume mint marks and acceptance of 
orders for the production of foreign 
coins. 

As I stated before you last year, the 
Treasury Department is “for” coin col- 
lectors. Recent coin shortages were 
caused essentially by speculators who 
bought up coins by the roll and by the 
bag in the hopes of reaping profits. This 
added to the shortage. Now, however, 
our massive production has pretty well 
put this kind of fellow out of business. 

Also last year I asked your help. I 
asked that as each of the new coins 
was issued you wait 2 or 3 months be- 
fore adding them to your collections. 
This request was widely publicized by 
the numismatic press and editorials 
were written urging cooperation. That 
this cooperation was forthcoming is 
obvious from the fact that there was 
never any shortage of the new coins. 
That your help was vital became very 
evident last fall. 

By November 1, 1965, despite rising 
production, our inventory of silver 
quarters had shrunk to only 15 million 
pieces for the entire nation — this at a 
time when the tremendous demands of 
the Christmas season were just be- 
ginning. By that time, however, our 
all-out production had enabled us to 
build up a supply of nearly 200 million 
of the new clad quarters which we 
quickly pumped into the economy. 
Since collectors were willing to wait as 
I had asked, we survived the Christmas 
season without a crisis. 

After this last Christmas season coins 
began to flow back through the bank- 
ing system and I am happy to report 
that early this month there were in the 
Federal Reserve and mint inventories 
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3.7 billion coins: 792 million quarters; 

1.7 billion dimes; 1.1 billion nickels; 
and 160 million pennies. We have over 
5 million half dollars and these con- 
tinue in short supply. But, at least, we 
have no current shortage of those coins 
most vital to commerce. 

I would like to take this opportunity 
to pay public tribute to Mint Director 
Eva Adams and the employees of the 
Bureau of the Mint. For 2 years they 
have kept the mints operating con- 
tinuously on a 24-hour-a-day, 7-day-a- 
week basis, foregoing holidays and, in 
many instances, even vacations. The 
Federal Reserve System, the American 
Bankers Association and the entire 
banking industry have given us fine co- 
operation, as has the National Auto- 
matic Merchandising Association and 
the vending machine industry; also the 
manufacturers of the clad materials for 
the new coins along with their many 
subcontractors who have made avail- 
able their melting and rolling facilities. 
Also, I should like to express publicly 
our appreciation to the coin collectors 
of this nation. 

We have had to fight coin shortages 
since late 1963. Our original plan had 
been to put both the Philadelphia and 
Denver mints on round-the-clock 
operations, increasing the production of 
coins sufficiently to take care of the 
coinage demands until our new mint in 
Philadelphia could be completed. Early 
in 1964, however, it became apparent 
that even more extreme measures 
would be necessary and we initiated 
the crash program announced in June 
of 1964. Our plan was to double the 
production of coins by (1) having pri- 
vate industry produce all strip for pen- 
nies and nickels, (2) procurement of 
surplus defense department presses and 
other equipment for use in our mints, 
and (3) reopening our San Francisco 
facility for the production of coin 
blanks. 

Our crash program enabled us to get 
by the period of high coin demand in 
November and December of 1964. Al- 
though the coin situation remained 
tight that fall, we were able to avert a 
crisis. Had the coin shortage been our 
only problem, we could have mastered 
it in early 1965. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, there was still another — and 
more intractable — problem affecting 
coin supplies: the silver situation. 


As far back as 1963, we realized that 
action with respect to the silver con- 
tent of our subsidiary coins would ulti- 
mately be necessary. Estimates were 
made during that year that our silver 
supplies would last approximately 7 
years. That, however, was before our 
tremendous but essential build-up in 
the production of coins. During 1964 it 
was apparent that, at anticipated rates 
of coin production, our supplies of sil- 
ver would not last anything like 7

years unless prompt action was taken. 

The silver situation directly affected 
our coin supplies. When silver reached 
the monetary price of $1.29 an ounce 
our silver dollars contained one dollar’s 
worth of silver. In the expectation that 
the price of silver would rise because 
of shortages, speculators bought up all 
of our silver dollars and they disap- 
peared from circulation. This was not 
a crisis as far as commercial trans- 
actions were concerned since a dollar 
bill can be used in the place of a silver 
dollar. However, if silver had reached 
the price of $1.38 an ounce, dimes, 
quarters and half dollars would then 
have contained silver worth as much as 
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the coin itself. In anticipation of this, 
speculators began to buy up these coins 
by the roll and by the bag. 

Some of these purchases were made 
because of the expectation that these 
coins would be melted down for their 
silver content and those remaining 
would, therefore, become rare and 
valuable. Whatever the reason, it 
seemed that no matter how many 
dimes, quarters and half dollars were 
produced, large numbers continued to 
disappear from circulation. It was im- 
possible to build up inventories. Mean- 
while, of course, our higher production 
schedules meant that we would run out 
of silver soon unless something was 
done. 

On June 3, 1965, the President sent 
to Congress his recommendations con- 
cerning the new coinage. On July 23, 
1965, he signed into law the Coinage 
Act of 1965, which the Congress had 
carefully considered and upon which it 
had worked its will. In the finest tradi- 
tions of our democratic processes, the 
Congress responded by immediately 
considering and promptly enacting the 
necessary legislation. 

As a result of this legislation, silver 
was completely eliminated from the 
dime and quarter, and reduced from 90 
to 40 percent in the half dollar. The 
result, once the initial needs for the 
new coins have been met, will be to 
reduce our coinage uses of silver to 
about 15 million ounces per year. At 
the same time we have a dignified 
coinage similar in appearance and 
identical in purchasing power and nec- 
essary technical characteristics to our 
silver coins. 

Although Congress moved very 
quickly and enacted our recommenda- 
tions into law last summer, we faced 
still another hurdle. Could these coins 
be produced quickly enough to meet 
the tremendous coin demand expected 
in November and December? The prin- 
ciple of bonding different metals was 
not new, but production of the strip in 
the quantities and tolerances required 
for coinage was a formidable task. 

Since pennies and nickels contain no 
silver they were not as subject to 
hoarding as were the subsidiary coins, 
so these denominations were not in 
short supply. We decided, therefore, to 
concentrate all of our production of 
coins of the new material on the quar- 


ter. We felt that if supplies of quar- 
ters, nickels and pennies were plentiful 
we could avoid a coin crisis. After all, 
two quarters can replace a half dollar, 
and two nickels can replace a dime. 
But it requires at least 3 coins to re- 
place a quarter. As a result of this 
strategy, we were able to pour into 
the economy 200 million of the new 
clad quarters when our supply of old 
quarters dropped to only 15 million 
last November 1. Initial circulation of 
the new clad quarter thus began 101 
days from the signing of the bill into 
law. 

You may be interested in our plans 
for the joint commission on coinage, 
authorized by the coinage act. This 
commission is to be chaired by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and is to 
consist of other government officials, 
members of Congress, and public mem- 
bers not associated or identified with 
or representative of any directly in- 
terested industry or group. It was con- 
templated that this commission would 
be established some time after com- 
pletion of the transition to the new 
coinage. At that time it will study the 
entire matter of coinage and silver in 
the light of any problems which may 
have arisen in the course of the transi- 
tion, new technological developments, 
the silver supply and price situation, 
etc. 

One of the first issues which the new 
commission will consider is what to 
do with the 3 million Carson City silver 
dollars which remain in the Treasury 
vaults. Legislation proposed by Con- 
gressman Patman would authorize and 
direct the Secretary of the Treasury 
to sell at face value to the American 
Cancer Society and the American Heart 
Association these standard silver dol- 
lars. At present market prices, these 
silver dollars are worth $73.8 million. 

The Treasury Department discon- 
tinued the issuance of silver dollars on 
March 25, 1964, when the Secretary ex- 
ercised the option given to him by 
P. L. 88-36 to redeem silver certificates 
with silver bullion instead of silver 
dollars. The reason for doing so was 
that many of the 3 million silver dol- 
lars remaining in the Treasury had a 
high numismatic value and could not 
be distributed equitably. 

The Treasury Department has op- 
posed the enactment of the Patman bill 
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because it would discriminate against 
other organizations whose activities are 
also deserving of support. Further- 
more, the department believes that if 
any profit is to be derived from the 
sale of these coins, it should inure to 
the benefit of the general public. In 
the final analysis, these are owned by 
all the people of the United States. It 
is for this reason we believe that, as 
the custodian of these coins, if any 
profit is to be made on their sale it 
should go into the general fund of the 
Treasury. 

It is not likely that there is any 
method of disposition of these dollars 
that would be fully acceptable by all 
segments of the public. For this rea- 
son it seems that this would be an ap- 
propriate issue to submit for recom- 
mendation to the joint commission on 
the coinage. ^ 

This is the safest course. We think 
that the general public — and most peo- 
ple are not coin collectors — would be 
bewildered by any action on the part 
of the government, at this time, which 
would open the Treasury up for “Dol- 
lar Day” sales all over the country. 
These dollar day sales, day in and day 
out over a period of time, could, in our 
judgment, revive a coin mania. We do 
not believe it is in the public interest 
to chance such a possibility at this 
time. We do not believe that the 
splendid progress we are making in 
completing our transition into our new 
coinage system should be threatened 
and possibly negated by an action which 
might possibly start a new coin run. 
It is for this reason we have urged the 
Congress not to take any action on the 
disposition of these silver dollars now. 

In the meantime, these silver dollars 
which have been in our vaults for 
many, many years will not decrease in 
value. Therefore, we do not believe 
that immediate action is imperative. 


Briefly, our round-the-clock activi- 
ties averted a crisis in the fall of 1963; 
our crash program of doubled produc- 
tion averted a crisis in 1964; and the 
timely action of the Congress, and 
quick adaptation by the mint to pro- 
duction of massive amounts of the new 
coinage, averted a coin crisis last fall. 

We now have enough coins on hand 
to take care of demands. Our produc- 
tion of the new clad strip and our press 
capacity at the three mint facilities — 
Philadelphia, Denver and San Fran- 
cisco — will be enough to begin building 
up sizeable inventories to forestall any 
future shortages. 

Our new mint in Philadelphia will be 
ready for use in about a year and a 
half. At that time we can resume com- 
plete, in-house production of all our 
coins and we shall have the most effi- 
cient mint operation in the world. We 
shall then be able fully to combine mas- 
sive production and efficient and eco- 
nomical operation. 

The joint commission on the coinage 
should get underway early next year 
and one of its flrst jobs will be to 
recommend the best and fairest method 
of selling the remaining 3 million Car- 
son City silver dollars with any profits, 
we hope, benefiting all taxpayers by 
going into the federal treasury. That 
commission will decide the future of 
the silver dollar and the half dollar 
if that coin is not circulating by that 
time. It will consider other issues re- 
lating to the coinage such as our future 
silver policies and technological devel- 
opments in the field of metallurgy and 
coin-operated devices. 

Finally, I would like again to thank 
you from the bottom of my heart for 
your splendid cooperation during the 
ticklish period of the introduction of the 
new coinage materials. Without that 
cooperation, we would have been “in 
the soup.” With it, we are “in clover.”

FEATURING FAKES

Three types of phony ‘‘pillar dollars” land in the collections of trusting folk. 
First, there’s the easily detected cast job (3, 4, 6), wherein liquid pure silver or base 
metal is poured into a mold. This doesn’t reproduce the distinctive edge of the 
original coin. The counterfeiter hand-engraves a notched edge which, if you’ve 
memorized the design of an original edge, is the dead giveaway. 

The second type (2) is a die-struck fake. Its ‘‘mint” doesn’t have equipment 
with the collar needed to duplicate a genuine edge, so the engraver hand-tools a 
notched edge. 

In Fig. 5, the genuine edge to your left is on the original 1764 coin (1). Next, 
to your right, is the fake die-struck coin (2). The last three edges, to the right, are 
on the three cast ‘‘coins.” 

The third, and most dangerous, type is the centrifugally-cast fake now cascading 
from the Orient into the United States. It will be discussed next month.

Fund Raising to Continue 

Recent developments have made nec- 
essary the raising of additional funds 
for your Association’s new home and 
headquarters after completion of the 
current drive for a $250,000 building 
fund. The principal reason is inflation, 
or the rapidly rising cost of labor and 
materials which has forced building 
costs up 12% in the Colorado Springs 
area since last January 1. This was re- 
ported by our architect and reflected in 
the bidding on the building job (page 
1332, October issue). The addition of 
certain desirable features to the build- 
ing plans increased its cost somewhat, 
also. Funds in the amount of $50,000, 
originally allocated for furnishing and 
equipping the new facility, must now be 
used to help pay for the building con- 
tract price of $234,000; architectural 
fees of $12,000; landscaping and in- 
cidentals of $4,000. Thus additional 
funds must be raised to replace those 
so designated. 


$240,000 in Building Fund 

Proceeds from the auction of do- 
nated coins sold by A. Kosoff during 
the Chicago Diamond Anniversary con- 
vention added $10,850 cash (not in- 
cluding $2,150 for the NCW medal, 
not reported in “coins, etc.'’ previously) 
to the building fund. This amount may 
be increased slightly when final auc- 
tion adjustments are made. After 
adding donations received during the 
past two months and allowing for do- 
nated items sold and to be sold, the 
building fund thermometer shows cash 
on hand of $232,726 and unsold coins 
of $9,591 valuation, for an estimated 
grand total of approximately $242,000 
available to pay for building construc- 
tion. It should be noted that donated 
coins are listed at the donors' valua- 
tions, which may be more or less than 
the amount which will be realized at 
auction. 

During the past two months the 
building fund has continued to grow. 
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Cyril J. Grillot, who previously do- 
nated material valued at nearly $5,700 
(receipt 2363), added another gift of 
coins worth close to $5,300, based on 
“Red Book" prices, to advance into the

“benefactor" bracket of contributors. 
Philip Y. Reinhart, A.N.A. 19558, be- 
came a “patron" with a gift of numis- 
matic items valued at $2,017. The Na- 
tional Commemorative Society’s 8th 
platinum medal in the auction added 
$2,150 to the fund, and brought this 
top contributor’s donation to $17,125 
— nearly 7% of the total cost of the 
building. J. Douglas Ferguson of Can- 
ada, president of A.N.A. 25 years ago, 
donated $900 in cash to give the fund a 
boost. Three clubs, the Covina (Calif.) 
Coin Club, Lincoln Land Coin Club, 
Springfield, 111., and the Central States 
Numismatic Society, joined the ranks of 
“250-Clubs.’’ The names of 41 other 
contributors who accounted for nearly 
$1,000 will be found in the listing of 
individual donors. 


$50,000 More 'Seeded 

We have come a long way toward 
paying for the new headquarters by 
successfully raising $240,000. We should 
be able to raise an additional $50,000 
without much difficulty, and success- 
fully complete the whole job. This goal 
is set forth in the “building" and 
“furnishing" thermometers which ap- 
pear for the first time in this issue. 
It’s up to you and me and the other 


members and friends of our Associa- 
tion to roll up our sleeves and con- 
tinue our campaign by contributing 
the necessary additional funds. Then 
our Association, the world’s largest and 
most active numismatic organization, 
will have its permanent national home 
and headquarters. The importance of 
this facility to the advancement and 
enjoyment of numismatics cannot be 
overestimated. When completed, it will 
be a symbol of numismatic progress in 
which we can all take justifiable pride, 
especially those who have contributed 
to its realization. 

Nameplates for Donors 

In order to provide proper recogni- 
tion for those who help furnish and 
equip the new building, the A.N.A. 
board has authorized a name plate to 
be affixed to each piece of furnishing 
purchased with funds supplied by a 
donor. Desks, files, chairs, tables and 
other equipment may bear the name- 
plate of individual or organization con- 
tributors. Prospective donors interested 
in furnishing a complete office or part 
of the building are invited to corre- 
spond with Executive Director Jack R. 
Koch as to specific needs. Chester 
Krause of lola. Wise., publisher of the 
popular Numismatic News, has ar- 
ranged to furnish the library facilities. 
F-U-N, the large Florida state organi- 
zation, will supply a conference table. 

Small or large gifts are welcomed, 
and you may specify how your gift is 
to be used. If sufficient to pay for a 
designated item, your nameplate will 
be affixed to it. Your gift will be en- 
tered also in the official records of your 
Association and acknowledged in The 
Numismatist. A gift of $2,000 or more 
will make you a “patron," and $10,000 
or more a “benefactor" of your Associ- 
ation. Such donors will be honored 
permanently and remembered by a 
recognition plaque placed in the new 
home and headquarters where all may 
see it.

Coinage executed for foreign governments . . . . 
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The Charlotte Mint: 8c Balance

^HE Branch U. S. Mint at Charlotte, 
N. C., was established under the Act 
of March 3, 1835, for the coinage of 
gold only. Actual coinage began in 1838, 
and the mint was still in operation on 
the eve of the Civil War. Over $5,000,000 
of gold coins had been struck during 
the mint’s pre-war operation. 

Although North Carolina had not se- 
ceded from the Union, the fall of Fort 
Sumpter on April 14, 1861, followed by 
President Lincoln's call for troops the 
next day, brought the State to a point 
of decision. Governor John W. Ellis 
refused to furnish troops to the Federal 
Government and steps toward secession 
proceeded rapidly. A basic step was to 
seize and take over the various Federal 
installations in the State. 

On the morning of Saturday, April 20, 
1861, local forces under the command of 
Colonel J. Y. Bryce marched up to the 
branch mint in Charlotte, seized it, and 
occupied the building in the name of 
the State of North Carolina. There 
was no resistance since there were no 
Federal soldiers in the town, and the 
staff of the mint consisted of just four 
persons: Superintendent G. W. Caldwell, 
the assayer, the coiner, and a clerk. 
Possession of the mint was important 
to North Carolina and to the Confed- 
eracy because of the gold and silver 
coin and bullion which it might contain. 

The Charlotte Mint had been in op- 
eration at a leisurely pace during the 
first quarter of 1861. The assayer had 
made 64 assays totaling a gross weight 
of 998.95 oz., or a standard weight of 
945.729 oz. The value of the gold bul- 
lion was $17,594.96, and a small amount 
of silver bullion was valued at $66.99. 
The ore in this section of the country 
usually showed silver and gold in com- 
bination. 

Prior to the war. Piedmont and 
Western Carolina fed its gold to the 
Charlotte Mint, but in 1862 ore from 
the nearby Silver Hill Mine (ten miles 
southeast of Lexington, N. C.) was 
shipped to Petersburg, Va., to the Gov- 
ernment Lead Works for smelting for 
its lead content, with zinc, gold, and 


silver as by-products. An October, 1862, 
shipment of 7,112 lbs. of ore produced 
4,640 lbs. of lead valued at 5^0 lb., 
753.37 oz. of silver at $1.50, and 602.60 
dwt. (pennyweight) of gold at $1.70. 
The value of this ore shipment was 
$255.20 for the lead, $1,130.06 for the 
silver, and $1,024.42 for the gold, or 
$2,409.68 in all. 

The bullion brought to the mint in 
the first quarter of 1861 was reported 
paid for in gold in the amount of 
$16,504.94. During April some 68 assays 
were made. The last customer under 
the U. S. Government, a George S. 
Hooper, was paid $255.46 for gold bul- 
lion valued at $256.74. 

The bullion received in May consisted 
of 370.121 oz. of gold valued at $6,837.34. 
A small amount of silver received raised 
the purchase money to $6,880.75. This 
May bullion, along with some held since 
1856 and 1859, having a value of 
$7,185.75 was sent to coinage. However, 
only part of this was ordered converted 
to coins since only 887 half eagles hav- 
ing a face value of $4,435 were ordered 
struck. These coins were presumably 
struck from U. S. dies although the 
mint was actually under the State of 
North Carolina. These 887 gold coins 
would have a special historical value to 
collectors if there was any way of dis- 
tinguishing them from those produced 
for the U. S. Government in early 1861. 

The Charlotte Mint record books 
show no deposits of bullion after May, 
1861, although the staff members re- 
mained on the payroll through the third 
quarter of 1861. Rolling copper seems 
to have been the main activity after 
the usual mint activities stopped. 

The services of the Charlotte Mint 
for coining Confederate money were 
offered President Davis, but it was not 
the intention of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment to institute coinage. A bill 
to suspend the operations of the mints 
(New Orleans, Dahlonega, and Char- 
lotte) was signed into law on May 14, 
1861. 

The general procedure was for bul- 
lion to be brought to the mint where 
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it was checked by the assayer for its 
value. It was then bought and paid for 
in gold coins which had already been 
coined and were held in the mint for 
this purpose. The purchased bullion was 
then turned over to the coiner who 
used it to make new gold coins to re- 
place those which had been used to buy 
the bullion. Bullion in this sense prob- 
ably meant foreign coins, old plate or 
jewelry, etc., as well as gold nuggets or 
dust from mines or workings. 

The 1861 coinage of the Charlotte 


suspend specie payments early. The 
control of the limited specie available 
in the South became an important ob- 
jective of the Confederate Treasury 
Department. Major sources of specie 
were the installations of the Federal 
Government including the branch mints 
and the various customs houses. 

Did the gold coin and bullion dis- 
appear? Did it fall into private hands 
for personal gain? How was it used? 
Questions like these crop up frequently, 
and the usual history books fail to

Mint was exclusively half eagles, or 
gold $5 pieces. In February there were 
1700 half eagles struck having a face 
value of $8,500. In March, 2248 half 
eagles were struck having a face value 
of $11,240, and in April there were 2044 
half eagles produced with a face value 
of $10,220. As required by Federal law, 
twelve sample coins were shipped to 
Philadelphia to the main mint as sam- 
ples of the 1861 coinage at Charlotte. 

Activities at the Charlotte Mint did 
not come to a halt with its seizure by 
the State of North Carolina. Deposits 
were not heavy, but there were twenty 
made between the first and twenty-first 
of May, 1861. Some came from indi- 
viduals, some from companies, and some 
from banks through their cashiers. 

The need for specie for overseas 
trade, and the knowledge that coins 
would soon be dissipated among the 
population in small sums and hoarded, 
led the various state governments to 


provide a satisfactory answer. 

From a review of the records of the 
Charlotte Mint it appears that $4,650 
of the gold bullion was set aside for the 
governor of North Carolina. In all, 
assorted gold and silver coins and bul- 
lion to a total value of $51,936.86 was 
turned over to the Confederate States, 
presumably for shipment to Europe to 
pay for war supplies. Small amounts 
were transferred in May and Septem- 
ber, and then in October, 1861, the bulk 
of the money was transferred. Some 
$1,790.79 of gold coinage, $11,103.42 of 
gold bullion, $569.75 in silver coins, and 
$12,765.64 of silver bullion, totaling 
$26,229.60, was transferred to the As- 
sistant Treasurer of the Confederate 
States in Charleston, S. C., Another 
October transfer to the C. S. Treasury 
was $24,725.00 comprising the U. S. 
funds deposited in the mint for the pur- 
chase of metal for coinage. These 
transfers gutted the mint, leaving less 
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than $400 to cover all expenses until 
a final balance of 8^ at the end of 
March, 1862, marked the close of 
business. 

The odd cents on these various sums 
arouse curiosity. How can they be 
accounted for in gold coinage? Could it 
be that some of what was referred to 
as coinage was actually gold bars? 

Late in the war the Confederate Con- 
gress called for a report on the Char- 
lotte Mint and for the secretary’s 
opinion whether the coining and assay- 
ing of gold and silver might not be 
resumed. The report of the secretary 
was received, referred to the Commit- 
tee on Finance, and ordered printed on 
December 21, 1864. Briefly, he stated 
that the Assay Office had been kept 
closed at the request of the War De- 
partment so that all nitric acid, used in 
the assay process, would be reserved 
for war purposes, specifically in the 
manufacture of explosives. 

More significant was the secretary’s 
comments that he considered the coin- 
age of hard money as a waste of means 
and money and that many of the old 
U. S. coins had been exported and re- 
coined to no benefit. He disclosed his 
intention, at the proper time, to cast 
much of the gold in bars as done by 
the Bank of England instead of in coins. 
He planned to coin only that portion 
required by the wants of the country. 
He summarized that it was his consid- 
ered opinion that he could not perceive 
any public benefit arising from coining 


and assaying of sufficient importance to 
change the Government’s policy of 
keeping the mints closed. 

The efforts in the Confederacy to 
secure specie for foreign trade resulted 
in some rather bizarre collections of 
coins. One small treasury shipment in 
1862 consisted of the following, accord- 
ing to The Confederate States of Amer- 
ica: 1861-1865, E. Merton Coulter, Loui- 
siana State University Press, Baton 
Rouge, 1950, 151-2: 

28 Spanish dollars, 

24 Spanish quarter dollars, 

8 Spanish half dollars, 

8 English sovereigns, 

3 Napoleons, 

385 United States half dollars, and 

988 United States quarter dollars. 

It has been estimated that during 
its four years of existence the Con- 
federacy acquired about $27,000,000 
worth of hard money. By the end of 
the war almost all of this had been 
used for war purposes. At any rate 
the amount of gold and silver coin and 
silver bullion in the Confederate 'Trea- 
sury at Danville, Va. on April 6, 1865 
was just $327,000. 

Certainly the effect on the coin col- 
lector of today is that the production 
figures for gold and silver coins for 
the years prior to the Civil War must 
be discounted considerably due to the 
specie collected by the Confederate 
Government and shipped overseas.

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A Recent Convert Speaks 


T N the June issue of The Numismatist 
(p. 740), the editor mentioned that 
articles dealing with ancient coins had 
been requested. Although not presum- 
ing to author an article at this time, 
being a recent convert from philately, 
I do want to take this opportunity to 
register my complete agreement with 
that request, state my reasons and, at 
the same time, throw a little problem 
at the better-versed enthusiasts of the 
ancients. 

Although having been a collector of 
Roman coins only a comparatively 
short time, I bring to this field a wide 
background in philatelic research, so 
that the comparison I draw should not 
be deemed presumptive. I have noticed 
that there exists in both fields, coins 
as well as stamps, an over-emphasis on 
the type of material produced mainly 
for the collector. Be these productions 
called non-coins, speculative foreign 
“proofs,’’ commemoratives of high de- 
nomination and limited issue (often by 
newly emerged countries that have 
little use for them in normal com- 
merce), or medals minted by private, 
non-governmental organizations — I 
lump them all under the heading of 
“play-money.” 

At the risk of being called a reaction- 
ary, I firmly believe that the over- 
emphasis on this type of material can 
do much harm to our hobby by starting 
the novice on the wrong track. There 
is a definite need to guide the beginner 
who, although he collects for fun 
should still keep resale value in mind, 
into sound and rewarding paths so that 
he will not quickly become disenchanted 
by poor investments or bored by the 
monotony of contemporary coins which 
differ mainly in date or mintmark. 

No facet of our hobby bears better 
fruit, particularly to the real numis- 
matist, than the collecting and study- 
ing of ancient or medieval coins. To 
the romantic, the names alone are 
words to conjure with: Rome, Athens, 
Carthage, etc. They resound from our 
history books of long ago. Financially, 
the general rise in values has caught 
up with the ancients which were so 
long in the doldrums. This is a healthy 
upswing which should continue for 
some time since it is a justified increase 


based on their historical value and not 
an over-infiated price based on key- 
coin cornered manipulations. 

Having briefly stated reasons why I 
feel that it would be wise to make more 
collectors aware of the sound policy of 
collecting ancients, by publishing more 
information about them, I will now 
show a concrete example of the interest 
one coin can generate. At the same 
time I will ask for information from 
my fellow enthusiasts. 

Seaby’s Greek Coins and Their Values 
lists under Antiocheia ad Orontem 
(Antioch on the River Orontes in 
Syria), their number 2171, a bronze 
coin of the Roman Imperial period that 
depicts the Emperor Trebonianus Cal- 
lus on the obverse. On the reverse is 
a tetra-style shrine containing a statue 
of the Tyche of Antioch, with inscrip- 
tion around and in the field. A look at 
the photo plate shows that there is in 
small but exquisite detail the river-god 
Orontes swimming at the feet of Tyche ; 
and a ram with its head turned back 
is jumping over the shrine. This latter 
may refer to the sign of the zodiac 
under which the city was founded. 

My coin, picked out of a dealer’s 
“junk box” very recently, bears this 
exact reverse but the obverse shows 
two heads facing each other, the left 
laureate and the right radiate. The in- 
scription is somewhat worn, as is the 
normal condition for these Greco- 
Roman coins, and the names of the 
emperors are almost undecipherable, 
particularly since the inscription is in 
“late Greek.” 

However, I attribute one to the same 
Emperor Trebonianus Gallus as on the 
listed coin; while the other may be his 
son and co-emperor Volusian or, less 
likely, Hostilian, another co-emperor 
who ruled only a short while, either 
possibility placing the coin about 251 
A.D. Can anyone substantiate either 
attribution with a catalog listing or 
mention in a hand-book? Or possibly 
there is some other attribution or ex- 
planation of my little coin. In any 
case, my curiosity is aroused and needs 
to be satisfied. I want to know about 
it and will appreciate help. — Herbert 
Eisemann, A.N.A. 57336, 115 Vine Rd., 
Bristol, Conn. 
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A King Arthur Coin? 


Australian numismatist Patrick Bo- 
land, of the Museum of Applied Arts 
and Sciences in Sydney, has a coin 
which possibly formed part of the 
treasury of the 6th century British 
Celtic chieftain who later achieved 
legendary fame as “King Arthur," 
leader of the Knights of the Round 
Table. During the 1939-45 war, Boland 
was in the 6th Australian Division and 
received the “Arthur" coin with other 
ancient coins from a sergeant who 
served in England with the same divi- 
sion. This sergeant found the coins 
while on duty at Amesbury in the Salis- 
bury Plain district of south England. 

Boland first considered the item to be 
an Anglo-Saxon coin, but subsequent 
detailed examination showed this at- 
tribution to be incorrect. The coin is a 
dumpy piece of bronze with a high tin 
content, a maximum diameter of 15.2 
mm. and a minimum of 14.1 mm., and 
a weight of 61.2665 grains. In fabric it 
is reminiscent of the contemporary 
Alexandrian pieces of Justinian. The 
flan is roughly cast and not cut from a 
bar. Though it gives the appearance of 
a cast coin, the striking crack on the 
flan shows that it was struck. 

The upper part of the obverse dis- 
plays a device that appears to be simi- 
lar to the eagle emblem that graced the 
top of Roman standards. This is diffi- 
cult to identify on the coin but is obvi- 
ous on an enlarged photograph. Within 
the central part are the letters “ARTV" 
and below them, running off the flan, 
the letters “COM." 

On the reverse are a degraded copy 
of the wolf and twins design and, below 
an exergual line, the letter “A." The 
letters are of the Roman style and are 
well formed; the design on the reverse 
refers to Romulus and Remus, mythical 
founders of Rome, who were suckled by 
a she-wolf. 

“The style and fabric of this coin are 
unique within my experience," Boland 
said. “As far as I can determine they 
defy comparison with any other coin- 
age. I did not begin work on the coin 
with any preconceived notion that it 
might have anything to do with Arthur. 
This possibility occurred to me only 
after over four years of research." 

“My interpretation of the lettering is 
that it stands for ARTV (RVS) COM 


(ES) (BRITANNIAE) or (BRITAN- 
NORUM) which reads as ‘Count Arthur 
of Britain’ or ‘Count Arthur of the 
Britons.' Arthur was the leader of a 
small, highly mobile cavalry force that 
tried to defend Britain against the in- 
vading Anglo-Saxons. The purpose of 
the force was to maintain in Britain 
the civilization that the Romans had 
established. After a victory the Celtic 
cavalry could well have hailed their 
leader as ‘Imperator’ in the Roman 
style. This would account for the popu- 
lar elevation of a Celtic clan chieftain 
or a Count of Britain to the legendary 
status of King Arthur." 

“Pre-Roman Briton and Roman 
Briton had a long history of the use of 
coinage. When the legions left it is 
unlikely that the Celtic British would 
have found it unnecessary. I believe it 
is possible that Arthur used coin to pay 
his troops and to pay for provisions and 
equipment while on the move in the 
defence of Britain. Such coinage would 
have to have sufficient weight and au- 
thority to command respect wherever 
it was tendered. We should remember, 
too, that Arthur’s small but far-ranging 
force would have found it essential to 
maintain good relations with the local 
inhabitants of the areas through which 
it moved. It could best do this by pay- 
ing instead of plundering." 

“My attribution of this coin must be 
considered tentative. I have exhausted 
all research avenues open to me in 
Australia but have suffered through 
the lack of actual material for a com- 
parison of the fabric. My purpose in 
advancing the theory at this time is 
founded in the belief that fear of crit- 
icism often deters a numismatist from 
publishing material that could very well 
prove of help to others. In my opinion 
this is detrimental to the science of 
numismatics generally." 

“In this case some expert with a far 
greater knowledge than I have of dark 
ages coinage may show that I am com- 
pletely wrong. If this occurs I will 
welcome it as an extension of my own 
knowledge in a field in which I have 
no claim to eminence. But I have a 
great interest and a great desire to 
learn." — Australian News & Informa-

Views and Counterviews 

Dear Editor: 

Several articles in The Numismatist 
recently have made remarks about the 
present United States monetary policy 
which have distressed me. So far I've 
kept quiet but feel compelled to com- 
ment briefly on one or two points 
raised in the September issue. 

Firstly, let me comment on the re- 
view by Charles E. Weber on W<x)den 
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Nickels by Rickenbacker. I’m afraid I 
must accuse your reviewer of the same 
kind of economic and monetary naivete 
he finds so prevalent today in Washing- 
ton. For example, Weber apparently 
agrees fully with the quote from Rick- 
enbacker: . . for the first time since 

1792, we are on a money backed by 
nothing better than the politician's 
pledge.” 

This is obviously nonsense. First, it 
ignores the fact that the largest part 
of our money supply has for many 
years been made up of bank credit, not 
coin and paper money issued by the 
sovereign government of the nation. 
Second, it ignores the fact that those 
who wish to return to 18th Century 
economic thinking are hard pressed 
indeed to explain just what “intrinsic” 
value is all about. Why does silver have 
intrinsic value? 

Today silver is an important indus- 
trial commodity with demand for non- 
monetary uses that give rise to value. 
Certainly, at many times in our earlier 
monetary history, the primary so-called 
“intrinsic” value of silver arose be- 
cause of the artificial demand of the 
U. S. Treasury to purchase silver for 
monetary uses, as a salve to the silver 
producing lobby. Thus, a large part of 
the value of silver was because it was 
used as money and not the reverse. 

Now, as a coin collector I mourn the 
loss of silver as well as gold from the 
domestic coinage scene; just as an 
auto buff might mourn the passing of 
some of the autos of the early tech- 
nology. But as an economist, I recog- 
nize that times do change and that our 
monetary requirements change as well. 

Another example of the kind of mud- 
dled thinking I see creeping into The 
Numismatist more and more frequently 
is in the report of the Permanent Com- 
mission Against Coin Forgery. The com- 
mission apparently wishes to enlarge its 
mandate to include what it decries as 
issuing-above-face and “fiashy publicity” 
of the mints of some countries. The 
commission goes on to say: “Striking 
coins, until recently, was not a means 
for a government to make profits.” 

This is utter nonsense. Why in the 
world do nations strike coins? Why did 
Spain explore the new world? This 
quotation from the commission’s report 
shows no acquaintance with the con- 


cept of seigniorage or the larger con- 
cepts of monetary value and the role of 
a government. 

If any of your readers or writers 
have any of the U. S. coinage that they 
feel is less valuable because it has lost 
“intrinsic” value due to our monetary 
authorities being misled by professional 
economists, please ask them to forward 
their monies to me. I find it still spends 
fine at the neighborhood grocery store 
and almost equally well anywhere in 
the free world. — Larry E. Price, Ph. D.,

The University of Hawaii Press, 2327

the book, entitled “Silver and Gold,” 
covers material about the Hawaiian 
silver coinage of 1883 (the Kalakau 
coinage), which appeared in The Nu^ 
mismatist in somewhat different form. 

The 358-page book is illustrated by 
Joseph Feher, artist-historian of the 
Bishop Museum, and includes 4 two- 
color plates. It is priced at $8.00. 

Modern Coins of China is the an- 
nounced title of a completely new ref- 
erence work to be published soon by 
Krause Publications of lola. Wise. The 
author is Raymond Hu of Taipei, Tai- 
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wan, holder of an extensive collection 
of the subject Chinese coins. Publica- 
tion is expected, says Hu, before the 
end of the year. 

Coins will be listed alphabetically by 
province, with a special section de- 
voted to Chinese commemorative issues. 
National distribution of the book, for 
which no price was announced, will be 
handled by Anderson News Co. of Flor- 
ence, Ala. 

A 52-page pamphlet titled A Proof 
Set Investment Primer has been pub- 
lished privately by author M. J. Spotz 
III, president of Family Fund and 
A.N.A. member 29572. He is currently 
studying to achieve an M.B.A. in man- 
agement technology, and has been a 
proof set investor since 1957. 

The booklet provides price predictions 
for most U. S. proof sets, based upon 
statistical analysis of historical data in- 
cluding the prices, mintages and ages 
of proof sets, says the author. “Mathe- 
matically the predictions are wholly 
defensible and, from the standpoint of 
experience, they appear to be entirely 
reasonable.” It should be understood 
that the book covers sets from 1950 to 
1963 only. Available at $2.00 per copy 
from Family Fund, 846 Dale Court, 
Accokeek, Md.

Treasury Becomes A Dealer 

The following is the essence of a let- 
ter from Elmer O. Hess, A.N.A. mem- 
ber 11945, of Lynwood, Calif. Some col- 
lectors will agree, some will disagree, 
and others “couldn’t care less.” Member 
Hess probably would be pleased to hear 
from those in the first two groups. 
(Editor) 

It seems to me that two more nails 
were driven into the coffin of free 
enterprise, numismatically speaking, in 
the current year. The U. S. Treasury 
Department began selling, at retail, 91- 
cent mint sets at $4 each in competi- 
tion with dealers. Actually, it became 
the dealer in this item since no discount 
was offered to coin dealers so that they 
might obtain them for resale at even 
the same price. 

Furthermore, the Treasury does not 
charge the sales tax which the dealer 
must pay (and therefore collect from 
the customer) in many states. The 
Treasury delivers the sets to its cus- 


tomers via registered mail, at a cost to 
the tax payers and users of U. S. postal 
service. To all practical ends, it is an 
exclusive — a monopoly! 

Secondly, starting August 1, the Trea- 
sury started providing a special plastic 
holder to house each mint set. Again 
the coin dealer is the loser, since he 
can’t possibly sell holders for these sets 
when the government furnishes one 
free with each. 

Member Hess concludes with the 
statement-question : The government 
furnishes postage stamps to collectors 
at cost, so why should it charge coin 
collectors above face value for coins? 

(Editor’s note: We don’t know how 
much it costs to produce the specially 
struck and packaged 5-coin sets. If 
less than the $4 retail price, then who 
makes the profit? The government, 
which can logically claim that the gen- 
eral public benefits thereby, but cer- 
tainly not the coin dealer’s business.) 


Puerto Rican Show

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Kosoff Reports on Auction 

Almost 400 floor bidders were among 
the multitude of participants in the 
1966 A.N.A. convention auction sale 
held recently in Chicago, according to 
A. Kosoff of Encino, Calif. “This was 
my 7th A.N.A. auction sale and, in 
many ways, one of the most gratifying," 
said Kosoff. 

“The catalog was one of the finest 
produced for an auction sale, the va- 
riety of offerings insured almost every- 
one of something of interest, the at- 
tendance and participation made for 
another successful sale and, of course, 
the opportunity to help the A.N.A. 
Home and Headquarters fund by selling 
the items donated for that purpose all 
contributed to this feeling,” added the 
veteran professional numismatist. “The 
greatest personal satisfaction resulted 
from the very active efforts of Mike 
Kliman and Steve Kosoff ( Kosoff ’s son- 
in-law and son) of Numismatic Enter- 
prises. I know now that an A.N.A. auc- 
tion under their own banner will be 
handled in the manner to which our 
clients have become accustomed.” 

Kliman made the following analysis 
of the sale of foreign and ancient coins: 
The choice examples of ancient coins 
aroused spirited bidding. Among the 
prices realized were $370 and $390 for 
very fine tetradrachms of Sicily (lots 
985-6). A 16 litrae piece of Syracuse 
fetched $265 (988) and a 4 drachm in 
superb condition (lot 989) brought 
$1300. Several lots went higher than 
the estimated values with prices of 
$97.50 against $70, and $195 against $160 
for Macedonian 4 drachm pieces (lots 
992-3). Similarly a 4 drachm of Paeonia 
(lot 995) fetched $260 against a $200 
estimate. An extremely fine tetra- 
drachm of Athens, estimated at $50, 
brought $57.50, and a 4 drachm in 
very flne, estimated at $100, fetched 
$150. Spirited bidding for a didrachm 
of Crete, about flne, sent it to $375 
although valued at only $100 by the 
catalogers; and a stater of Pamphylia, 
valued at $65, brought $115. An ex- 
tremely flne shekel of Judea, first re- 
volt, went reasonably at $560. 

“Foreign coins did well,” added Kli- 
man, and gave the following examples 
of prices realized: Palestine 1927 set, 
$350; Philippine 1903 proof set, $235; 


1906, $215; and 1908, $230. Doubloons, 
of which there was an offering of 88 
pieces, went at an average of $100 each 
with some going to $150 and a few, in 
lesser conditions, at $90. “Interest in 
Canadian coins was lacking although 
the sets of 1908 and 1937 went for $525 
and $260 respectively. 

In the United States section, the re- 
port was made by Steve Kosoff. “Half 
cents and large cents went above esti- 
mates in most instances,” he said, “and 
patterns were very active with prices 
frequently higher than Judd’s listing. 
Paper money was spotty, sometimes 
active, sometimes dull. U. S. gold went 
below expectations although good prices 
were realized for a number of the high- 
lights. A new record of $6100 was set 
for the 1907 eagle with periods and 
rolled edge. Choice type coins went 
very well, the 1795 half dime fetching 
$850; a 1796 dime, $2325; 1805 dime, 
$675; a 1796 quarter, abt. unc., at 
$4100; 1807 quarter, gem, at $1500; and 
an 1831 small letters variety quarter 
at $410 must be a new world’s record 
by far.” 

“An 1858 ‘CAL’ quarter eagle fetched 
$3850 and the 1862 over 1 quarter eagle 
went for $2600. A stella at $5100 was 
reasonable. The 1873 proof $3 gold 
fetched $3300, the $20 gold of 1929 went 
for $1600, and the 1931 for $1750,” Steve 
Kosoff concluded.

The beautiful high-relief bronze medal 
features a lady holding a torch, on 
the obverse, with “Penn Ohio Coin 
Clubs Award” on two panels below the 
torch. On a panel between branches of 
leaves is engraved “For Outstanding 
Numismatic Educational Exhibit” on 
the reverse. The recipient’s name could 
be engraved above this panel.

Christian Gobrecht Medal 

In conjunction with its 3rd annual 
show on November 5-6, the Hanover 
Numismatic Society plans to issue a 
medal honoring Christian Gobrecht, an 
early U. S. mint chief engraver. Born 
in Hanover two days before Christmas 
1785, Gobrecht moved to Philadelphia 
and worked as a banknote engraver 
before entering the mint about 1830. 
Probably his best known creation is 
the “Gobrecht” silver dollar pattern, a 
classic in the field of coin engraving. 

The obverse of the medal features a 
bust of Gobrecht surrounded by the 
legend “Christian Gobrecht, Hanover, 
Pa., 1785-1844,” with a small “1966” 
and “HNS” in the field. The obverse 
will carry a reproduction of the Go- 
brecht dollar reverse, a fiying eagle in 
a field of stars, surrounded by the 
legend “United States of America.” The 


silver medals, limited issue serially- 
numbered and packed in plastic cases, 
will be available at $5 each. In bronze 
in plastic envelopes they will be $1 
each. 

Proceeds from the sale of these med- 
als will be used by the Society to estab- 
lish an American History scholarship 
fund for students in local area schools.

Following a banquet for 
PNG members and guests in the Con- 
gress Hotel, directly across the street 
from the University, President Leo A. 
Young of the Guild presented gold 
medals to Dr. Rolf A. Weil, acting 
president of Roosevelt, and to Eric P. 
Newman of the Eric P. Newman Nu- 
mismatic Education Society, St. Louis. 

The medal was produced for the 
Guild by the Franklin Mint, of which 
Joseph M. Segel is president and who 
personally supervised the production of 
the proof surface medals. Gilroy Rob- 
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erts, recently retired chief engraver of 
the United States Mint, engraved the 
lifelike portrait of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt for the medal. Silver medals were 
awarded to the 26 lecturers and to 
those who acted as advisors to the 
1965-1966 lecture series presented at 
Roosevelt University. 

New A.N,S. Executive Director 

President Samuel R. Milbank of the 
American Numismatic Society an- 
nounced on October 1 that Sawyer 
McA. Mosser has resigned as executive 
director of the Society. A member of 
the Society's staff since 1930, Mosser 
had served as executive director from 
January, 1955 until the early spring of 
1966 when, for reasons of health, he 
requested and was granted a leave of 
absence. According to President Mil- 
bank, Mosser will continue his associa- 
tion with the Society as a consultant. 

The announcement stated that Dr. 
George C. Miles has been appointed as 
executive director to succeed Mosser. 
Dr. Miles, who has been chief curator 
of the Society since 1952, had been act- 
ing director in Mosser's absence. A 
graduate of Princeton University, Dr. 
Miles early established himself as a 
serious student of Near Eastern Archae- 
ology when, in 1938, the Society pub- 
lished his study The Numismatic His- 
tory of Rayy. 

With the advent of World War II, 
Dr. Miles turned from his numismatic 
studies and served with distinction as 
Assistant Naval Attache in Turkey and 
later as Senior U. S. Naval Liaison 
Officer in the India-Burma theatre. In 
the fall of 1946 he joined the staff of 
the American Numismatic Society as 
curator of Islamic coins. Since that 
date Dr. Miles has been engaged in a 
range of projects and has published a 
number of important numismatic 
works. Most recently, he has been ac- 
corded the honor of membership in 
the American Philosophical Society. 

Dr. Miles received the Archer M. 
Huntington Medal Award in 1950 from 
the A.N.S., recognizing his outstanding 
contribution to the study of numis- 
matics. In 1957 he received a similar 
honor from the Royal Numismatic So- 
ciety of Great Britain. In addition, he 
is an honorary member of the Soci6t4 
Frangaise de Numismatique. 


Fortner President Dodson 
At University of Illinois 

Word has been received from the 
University of Illinois that the board of 
trustees has appointed Rear Adm. 
Oscar H. Dodson (ret.) director of the 
University's Classical and European 
Culture Museum. Some 15,000 items 
are in the museum which is located in 
Lincoln Hall on the Urbana Campus 
and under the administration of Dean 
Robert W. Rogers, College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences. 

Adm. Dodson said the museum has 
an extremely valuable collection of 
Sumerian and Babylonian clay tablets 
of the Ur Dynasty, 2480-2361 B. C.; an 
extensive collection of Greek and 
Roman pottery, Greek Etruscan and 
Roman figurines, original manuscripts, 
papyri, vases and glass; a display cov- 
ering the development of writing and 
printing through 4,000 years; a small 
but valuable collection of ship models;

Dominican Peso Puzzle 


In 1963 the Dominican Republic or- 
dered the mintage, probably through 
the Royal London Mint, of a set of coins 
commemorating the 100th anniversary 
of the restoration of the Republic. The 
sets consisted of six coins: 10 copper, 
50 nickel, 100 silver, 250 silver, half 
peso silver, and one peso silver. The 
first five pieces of these sets were re- 
leased between late 1964 and early 
1966, but the peso was never released. 

Why it was not released has never 
been disclosed. Some state that it was 
an unauthorized mintage since it was 
ordered by the Provisional Junta after 
President Juan Bosch was overthrown; 
others state that it was ordered by the 


late President Trujillo, and that after 
his assassination the silver pesos were 
left in bank vaults as national reserve. 

Some of the 1963 pesos appeared in 
Puerto Rico last summer. I know of 
four that were bought by local col- 
lectors whose names I am not autho- 
rized to disclose, and I was lucky 
enough to buy one. This accounts for 
five, and makes me ask these ques- 
tions: How many of these pesos were 
taken out of the bank, since they were 
not released officially? How many of 
them were minted and are still in bank 
vaults? If they are there, will they 
ever be released officially? 

Will these coins become one of the 
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famous Latin-American rarities of the 
numismatic world, like the Guatema- 
lan quetzal of 1925, or the Cuban peso 
of 1937? Three years have elapsed 
since the coins were minted and their 


whereabouts is still a mystery. Any

American Numismatic Association 


Membership in the American Numis- 
matic Association is a privilege ex- 
tended to those persons and organiza- 
tions deemed worthy thereof and is not 
a matter of right. Such membership 
can be maintained only until the board 
of governors determines that the con- 
duct of a member has been such that, 
in the best interest of the Association, 
his membership should be terminated.

Such a breach 
shall be considered conduct prejudicial 
to the welfare of the Association and 
cause for action by the board of gov- 
ernors.

I agree not to sell, exhibit, produce 
nor advertise counterfeits, copies, re- 
strikes and reproductions of any nu- 
mismatic items if their nature is not 
clearly indicated by the word “coun- 
terfeit,” “copy,” “restrike,” or “re- 
production” incused in the metal or 
printed on the paper thereof, with 
the exception of items produced 
prior to 1933 and generally accepted 
by numismatists and not in any way 
misrepresented as genuine; 

I agree to represent a numismatic 
item to be genuine only when, to the 
best of my knowledge and belief, it 
is authentic; 

I agree to fulflll all contracts made by 
me, either orally or written, to make 
prompt payments upon delivery, and 
to return immediately any item that 
is not satisfactory; 

I agree to give aid to members in their 
quest for numismatic knowledge.
